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Hum«aii nature demands government, man, of all 
animals, being the most dependent on the parent. 
During his period of dependence time and oppor- 
tunity are afforded for the development of habits 
of love, protection, and authority, on one side, 
and love, respect, and obedience on the other. 

The first government recognized by man was 
parental. It began with our first parents. It is in 
force to-day. The necessity of restraint on man is 
patent to all, and it is under parental restraint to 
a very great extent that the character of the 
future citizen, for good or evil, is formed. The 
State seldom has to restrain those citizens who, in 
childhood, have been taught proper respect for 
parental authority. 

The family, as a society, expands into groups of 
societies, developing into communities and states, 
always recognizing the necessity of a government, 
knowing that the prosperity and success of a com- 
munity de[)cnd largely on the wisdom and justice of 
its laws and their just administration. 
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The design of the present undertaking is to awaken 
in the minds of the rising generation, the future 
rulers of our country, an interest in its government. 
This, we believe, can best be accomplished by giving 
them a thorough knowledge of what that government 
is. We have not written a book; we have merely 
collected from Bancroft, Blackstone, Kent, Bishop, 
Story, Bouvier, and others, that information most 
necessary to acquaint the youth of our country with 
the advantages which, as American citizens, they 
derive from the constitution and laws of the United 
States. We have endeavored to adapt the work to 
the capacity of pupils in the grammar schools and 
have confined ourselves entirely to the American gov- 
ernment. We do not burden their minds nor tax their 
memories with what loas, but confine ourselves strictly 
to what iSy and deal with American institutions only. 

In order to give as much information in as brief a 
space as possible, we have arranged it in accordance 
with the constitution and divided it into questions 
and answers to facilitate its being memorized. As 
ignorance is not accepted as an excuse for crime, we 
have given that part of the penal code most com- 
monly violated. The chief merit we claim for this 
work is that it contains no idea or opinion of

General Organization. 

1. What is government? 

Government is control by law exercised 
over a country by its inhabitants. 

2. What was the earliest form of government ? 

The Patriarchal. 

3. What was the Patriarchal form? 

The Patriarchal form of government was 
that in which the oldest male ancestor was 
the fountain of authority and influence, exer- 
cising undefined control. 

4. What are the chief kinds of government of the 

present time ? 

Absolute Monarchy, Limited Monarchy, 
and Eepublic. 
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5. What is an Absolute Monarchy ? 

An Absolute Monarchy is that system of 
government in which the will of the ruler is 
the supreme law, there being no limitations 
on the exercise of his power. 

6. What is a Limited Monarchy ? 

A Limited Monarchy is that system of 
government wherein the ruler exercises his 
powers within legal limitations. 

7. What is a Republic ? 

A Republic is that system of government 
wherein the source of power is in the people, 
and the laws are framed and administered by 
their representatives. 

8. What kind of government has the United States ? 

The United States is a Eepublic. 

9. Of what does the government of the United 

States consist ? 

Of the President and all officers under his 
control, constituting the executi'-e dei)art- 
ment; Congress, constituting the legislative 
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department, and the Courts of Justice, con- 
stituting the judicial department. 

10. Whence does the government receive its pow- 

ers? 

The government receives its powers from 
the consent of the people, formulated in the 
constitution. 

11. What is the difference between the state (or 

people) and the government ? 

The " state " is the whole body of people 
organized for the purpose of control; the 
"government" is the instrumentality through 
and by which the laws are administered. 

12. What are the duties of government ? 

The duties of government are to secure jus- 
ilce to all the citizens ; to promote the general 
welfare, and to defend the State. 

13. In whom does the supreme power rest ? 

The supreme power rests in the people. 

14. How does the supreme power rest in the people ? 
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The supreme power rests in the people as 
a body, not as separate individuals. 

15. How is the government maintained ? 

The government is maintained by means 
of taxes, duties, imposts and excises. 

16. By what authority are taxes, etc., levied ? 

Under the authority of Congress. 

17. What are taxes ? 

Taxes are contributions of every kind re- 
quired by the government from its citizens 
for its support. 

18. How is the government of the United States 

divided ? 

Into three branches — the legislative, the 
executive, and the judicial. 

19. What is the legislative power ? 

The legislative power is the power to make 
laws and to alter or repeal them. 

20. What is the executive power ? 

The executive power is the power which 
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causes the laws to be executed and obeyed. 

21. What is the judicial power ? 

The judicial power is the power vested in 
the courts to initerpret and enforce the laws. 

22. What is law ? 

Law is a rule of civil conduct prescribed 
by the governing power of the State. 

23. What is necessary to give force to laws ? 

A law, to secure control, must be accom- 
panied by a penalty and a certainty that the 
penalty will be inflicted. 

24. How many kinds of law are there ? 

Two; statute and common law. 

25. What is statute law ? 

Law made by the legislative body is called 
statute law. 

26. What is common law ? 

Common law is law which has been recog- 
nized as right for a period of time so long 
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that the memory of man runneth not to the 
contrary. 

27. What is the result of law ? 

Liberty is the result of wise and just laws 
faithfully executed. 

28. What is the supreme law in the American sys- 

tem of government ? 

The constitution. 

29. What is the constijbution ? 

The constitution is the fundamental law of 
the land. 

30. With what must all laws accord ? 

All laws must be in accordance with the 
constitution. 

31. What is the function of the constitution ? 

The function of the constitution is to de- 
termine the form of government and define 
its powers. 

32. What are the six objects for which the consti- 

tution of the United States was ordained ? 
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(1) To form a more perfect union; (2) to 
establish justice; (3) to insure domestic tran- 
quility; (4) to provide for the common de- 
fense; (5) to promote the general welfare; 
(6) to secure the blessings of liberty to our- 
selves and our posterity. 

33. By and for whom was the constitution estab- 

lished ? 

The constitution of the United States was 
established by and for the people. 

34. What does the constitution control ? 

The constitution controls the three depart- 
ments of government. 

35. What is a Port of Entry ? 

A Port of Entry is a place where goods 
imported into this country are authorized by 
law to he received, and where the duties 
thereon are collected. 

36. What is the building called where those duties 

are paid ? 

The United States Custom House. 
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CHAPTER n. 
The Legislative Department. 

1. In what are all legislative powers of the United 

States vested ? 

All legislative powers are vested in a con- 
gress of the United States. 

2. Of what does this congress consist ? 

Congress consists of a Senate and House of 
Representatives. 

3. Of what is the House of Representatives com- 

posed ? 

The House of Representatives is composed 
of membera chosen every second year. 

4. By whom are representatives chosen ? 

By the people of the several States. 

5. How old must a representative be ? 

A representative must be at least twenty- 
five years old. 

6. How long must he have been a citizen of the 

United States ? 

Seven years. 
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7. Of what State must he be a citizen when 

elected ? 

Of the State in whicli lie is cliosen. 

8. Upon what is the number of Representatives 

from each State based ? 

Upon the number of citizens. 

9. Are Territories represented in congress ? 

Each organized territory may send one 
delegate, who may sit in the House of Eep- 
resentatives, but have no vote. 

10. How are vacancies in the House of Represent- 

atives filled ? 

When vacancies happen in the number of 
representatives from any State, the executive 
authority thereof shall issue writs of election 
to fill such vacancies. 

11. Who is the executive authority of a State? 

The Governor. 

12. Who elects the officers of the House of Repre- 

sentatives ? 

The members of the House of Eepresenta- 
tives choose all their officers.

13. What body lias the sole power of impeach- 

ment? 

The House of Kepresentatives has the sole 
power of impeachment. 

14. What is meant by impeachment ? 

To impeach an oflBcer is to accuse him of 
official misconduct. 

15. Of what is the Senate composed ? 

The Senate is composed of two Senators 
from each State. 

16. How are Senators chosen ? 

Senators are chosen by the legislature of 
each State. 

17. How long is the term of a Senator ? 

Six years, one-third of the members retir- 
ing every two years. 

18. How many votes has each Senator ? 
One. 

19. How are vacancies in the Senate filled? 

If vacancies in the Senate happen during 
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the recess of the legislature of any State, the 
executive of the State may make temporary 
appointments until the next meeting of the 
legislature, which shall then fill such vacan- 
cies. 

20. How old must a Senator be ? 

At least thirty years old. 

21. How long must he have been a citizen of the 

United States ? 

JSTine years. 

22. Of what State must he be a citizen when elected? 

Of that State from which he is chosen. 

23. Who is the President of the Senate ? 

The Yice-President of the United States. 

24. When may he vote ? 

He has no vote, unless the Senate be equally 
divided. 

25. Who shall choose the other officers of the 

Senate ? 

The Senate shall choose their other officers, 
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and also a temporary president, in the ab- 
sence of the Yice-President of the United 
States, or when he becomes President of the 
United States. 

26. Which house has the power to try all impeach- 

ments ? 

The Senate has the power to try all im- 
peachments. 

27. Who presides when the President of the United 

States is tried for impeachment ? 

The Chief Justice of the United States. 

28. What number is necessary to convict ? 

The concurrence of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present. 

29. What penalties are inflicted in case of convic- 

tion? 

The party convicted shall be removed from 
office and forever disqualified to hold any office 
of honor, trust, or profit under the United 
States. 
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30. Is a person so convicted liable to a trial for his 

offense ? 

He is liable to a trial at law for his offense. 

31. By whom is the time, place and manner of 

holding elections for Senators and Represent- 
atives prescribed ? 

By tlie State legislature. 

32. May this be changed ? 

Congress may change it. 

33. How often shall Congress assemble ? 

At least once in every year. 

34. When shall this meeting be ? 

The meeting of Congress shall be on the 
first Monday in December, unless they shall, 
by law, appoint a different day. 

35. Who decides upon the elections, returns and 

qualifications of Senators and Representa- 
tives ? 

Each house shall be tlie judge of the elec- 
tions, returns, and qualifications of its own 
members. 
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36. What constitutes a quorum to do business ? 

A majority of each houKse. 

37. What business may a smaller number transact? 

They may adjourn from day to day, and 
compel the attendance of absent members. 

38. Who determines the rules of proceedings ? 

Each house may determine the rules of its 
proceedings. 

39. Who punishes disorderly members ? 

Each house may punish its members for 
disorderly behavior. 

40. How may members be expelled ? 

Each house with the concurrence of two- 
thirds of its members may expel a member. 

41. How are the salaries of members of congress 

provided ? 

The salaries of Senators and Eepresenta- 
tives are fixed by law. 

42. How are they paid ? 

Tliey are paid out of the treasury of 
United States. 
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43. May members of congress be arrested during 

their attendance at a session of congress ? 

They are only subject to arrest for treason, 
felony, and breach of peace. 

44. What is treason ? 

Treason against the United States consists 
in levying war against them, or adhering to 
their enemies, giving them aid or comfort. 

45. What is felony ? 

Any crime punishable by death or imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary is a felony. 

46. May a Representative or Senator hold another 

office under the United States at the same 
time? 

No person holding any office under the 
United States shall be a member of either 
house during his continuance in office. 

47. What bills originate in the House of Repre- 

sentatives ? 

All bills for raising revenue originate in 
the House of Eepresentatives. 
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48. What is revenue ? 

Revenue is the income of the government 
arising fiom taxation, duties and the sale of 
government stocks and lands. 

49. In how manv ways may a bill become a law ? 

In thi-ee wavs. 

50. What is the first way ? 

Every bill which has passed the House of 
Representixtives and the Senate shall, befoi-e 
it become a law, ho presented to the President 
of the United States; if he approve, he signs 
it and it is a law. 

51. What is the second way ? 

If the President does not approve, he shall 
return it, with his objections, to the house in 
which it shall have originated. 

52. What shall that house then do ? 

They shall proceed to reconsider it ; and if 
two- thirds of that house shall agree to pass 
the bill it shall be sent, together with the ob- 
jections, to the other house. Tlie other house 
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shall reconsider it, and if approved by two- 
thirds of that house, it shall become a law, 

53. What is the third way in which a bill may be- 

come a law ? 

If the President does not return a bill 
within ten days (Sundays exce])ted) after it 
shall have been i)resented to liim, it shall be- 
come a law.

54. K congress has in the meantime adjourned 

shall it become a law ? 

If congress has in the meantime adjourned 
it shall not become a law. 

55. How are orders, resolutions and votes passed ? 

Orders, resolutions and votes are passed 
according to the rules and limitations pre- 
scribed in the case of a bill. 

56. What is a bill ? 

A bill is the draft of a law submitted to 
the consideration of a legislative body for its 
adoption. 
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57. What is meant by the term " a congress ? " 

The term "a congress" means the body of 
Senators and Representatives holding office 
during any one representative term of two 
years. 

58. When does each congress end ? 

Each congress ends at noon of the fourth 
of March, next succeeding the beginning of 
its second regular session. 

59. Who appoints the committees in the House of 

Representatives ? 

The Speaker in the House of Representa- 
tives appoints the committees. 

60. Who appoints the committees in the Senate ? 

The Senate appoints its own committees. 

61. What are the powers of congress ? 

The congress shall have power: (1) To lay 
and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises, 
and to pay the debts and provide for the 
common defense and general welfare of the 
United States 
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62. What limitation is placed on all duties, imposts 

and excises ? 

They shall be uniform throiighout the United 
States. 

63. What are duties, imposts, and excises ? 

Duties, imposts, and excises, are charges 
laid on imported goods or merchandise. 

64. How many kinds of tariff are there ? 

Two ; protective tariff, and revenue tariff. 

65. What is a protective tariff ? 

A protective tariff is a tax on foreign com- 
modities sufficiently high to prevent competi- 
tion with home products. 

66. What is a revenue tariff? 

A revenue tariff is a tax on imports solely 
for the support of the government. 

67. Is this the only support of the government ? 

ITie United States government receives its 
support: (1) from duties on imported goods; 
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(2) from internal revenue tax ; (3) from post- 
age; (4) from public lands. 

(2) The congress shall have power to bor- 
row money on the credit of the United States. 

» 

(3) The congress shall have power to reg- 
ulate commerce with foreign nations, and 
among the several States, and with the Indian 
tribes. 

(4) The congress shall have power to estab- 
lish a uniform rule of naturalization, and uni- 
form laws on the subject of bankruptcies 
throughout the United States. 

68. What is naturalization? 

Naturalization is the process by which a 
foreign-born person becomes a citizen. 

(o) The congress shall have power to coin 
money, regulate the value thereof and of for- 
eign coin, and fix the standard of weights 
and measures. 

(6) The congress shall have power to pro- 
vide for the punishment of counterfeiting the 
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securities and current coin of the United 

States. 

(7) The congress shall have power to es- 
tablish i)ost-offices and post-roads. 

(8) The congress shall have power to pro- 
mote the progress of science and the useful 
arts, by securing for limited times to authors 
and inventors the exclusive right to their 
respective writings and discoveries. 

(9) The congress shall have power to con- 
stitute tribunals inferior to the Supreme Court 

(10) The congress *shall have power to de- 
fine and punish piracies and felonies com- 
mitted on the high seas, and offenses against 
the laAv of nations. 

(11) The congress shall have power to de- 
clare Avar, grant letters of marque and reprisal, 
and make rules concerning captures on land 
and water. 

69. What is a letter of marque and reprisal ? 

A letter of marque and reprisal is a com- 
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mission granted by the government to a pri- 
vate individual to take the i)roperty of a 
foreign State, or its subjects, as a reparation 
for an injury committed by such State or it8 
subjects. 

(12) Tlie congress shall have power to raise 
iind support armies, but no appropriation of 
money to that use shall be for a longer term 
than two years. . 

(13) The congress shall have power to pro- 
vide and maintain a navy. 

(14) The congress shall have power to make 
rules for the government and regulation of 
land and naval forces. 

(lo) The congress shall have power to pro- 
vide for calling forth the militia to execute the 
laws of the Union, suppress insurrections and 
repel invasions. 

(16) The congress shall have power to pro- 
vide for organizing, arming and disciplining 
the militia, and for governing such part of 
them as may be employed in the service of 
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the United States, reserving to the States 
respectively the appointment of officers and 
the authority of training the militia accord- 
ing to the discipline prescribed by congress. 

(17) The congress shall have power to ex- 
ercise exclusive legislation in all cases what- 
soever over such district (not exceeding ten 
miles square) as may, by cession of particular 
States and the acceptance of congress, be- 
come the seat of government of the United 
States, and to exercise like authority over all 
places purchased by the consent of the legis- 
lature of the State in which the same shall be, 
for the erection of forts, magazines, arsenals, 
dock-yards and other needful buildings. 

(18) The congress shall have power to make 
all laws which shall be necessary and proper 
for carrying into execution the foregoing 
powers, and all other powers vested by the 
constitution in the government of the United 
States, or in any department, or office thereof. 

70. What are the restrictions placed upon congress? 

(1) The privilege of the writ of "habeas 
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corpus " shall not be suspended unless, when 
in cases of rebellion or invasion the public 
safety may require it. 

71. What is meant by " habeas corpus ? " 

A writ of habeas corpus is a writ granted by 
a court, at the instance of a person deprived 
of his liberty, to prevent the continuance of 
any unlawful restraint or imprisonment. 

(2) No bill of attainder or ex-i)ost facto 
law shall be passed. 

72. What is attainder ? 

Attainder is that extinction of civil rights 
and capacities which takes i)lace whenever a 
person who has committed treason or felony 
receives sentence of death for his crime. 

73. What is an ex-post facto law ? 

An ex-post facto law is one which would 
render an act punishable in a manner in 
which it was not punishable when committed. 

(3) No capitation or other direct tax shall 
be laid unless in proportion to the censi' 
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74. What is capitation tax ? 

Capitation tax is a tax levied yearly upon 
each male person. 

(4) No tax or duty shall be laid on articles 
exported from any State. 

(5) No preference shall be given by any 
regulation of commerce or revenue to the 
parts of one State over those of another. 

(6) Vessels bound to or from one State shall 
not be obliged to enter, clear, or pay duties 
in another. 

(7) No money shall be drawn from the 
treasurer unless by hiw; and a regular ac- 
count of the receipts and expenditures of all 
public money shall be published from time to 
time. 

(8) No title of nobility shall be granted 
by the United States. 

(9) No public officer of the United States 
shall receive any present or title from any 
foreign State or person without the consent 
of congi^ess. 
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CHAPTER III. 

The Executive Department. 

1. How many persons are employed in the Execu- 

tive Department? 

About one hundred thousand. 

2. Who is the Chief Executive of the United States ? 

The President. 

3. How long shall he hold office ? 

Four years. 

4. How long is the term of the Vice-President 3 

The same as that of the President. 

« 

5. Who votes for the President ? 

The Electors. 

6. What is an elector ( 

An Elector is one who has been appointed 
to choose or elect the President of the United 
States. 

7. How are the electors chosen ? 

The people assemble on the first Tuesday 
after the first Monday in November, preceding 
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the close of a presidential term, and vote for 
the electors. 

8. What are the electors in each State called ? 

The Electoral College. 

9. When does the Electoral College meet ? 

They meet on the first Wednesday in 
December following their election, in their re- 
spective States, and vote by ballot for a Pres- 
ident and Vice-President. 

10. How many members compose the Electoral 

College of each State ? 

Each State has as manv Presidential Elect- 
ors as it has Senators and Representatives. 

11. What limitation is placed on choosing the 

President and Vice-President ? 

They cannot both be residents of the same 
State. 

12. What do the electors do with their votes ? 

They count, certify and seal their votes, 
and send the sealed package by a messenger 
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to the President of the United States Senate. 

13. What is then done ? 

On the second Wednesday in the February 
following tlie members of the Senate and 
House of Eepresentatives assemble together, 
the packages are opened, and the votes 
counted in their presence, and the result is 
officially proclaimed. (This is now but a 
form; the President and Yice-President are 
virtually determined by the people in Novem- - 
ber. ) 

The person receiving the greatest number 
of votes for President, if a majority of all the 
votes cast, shall then be President; and like- 
wise with the Yice-President. If no one re- 
ceives a majority, tlie House of Representa- 
tives elects a President, and the Senate elects 
the Vice-President. 

14. Who shall be eligible to the oflSice of President ? 

No person except a natural born citizen 
shall be eligible to the office of President 
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15. To what age must the President have attained ? 

To the age of thirty-five years. 

16. How long must he have lived within the United 

States ? 

Fourteen years. 

17. In case of a vacancy in the Presidency who 

shall become President ? 

The Vice-President. 

18. How may a vacancy in the Presidency occur? 

By the removal of the President from office, 
his death, resignation, or inability to dis- 
charge the duties of office. 

19. In case of vacancy in the Presidency and Vice- 

Presidency who shall fill the offices ? 

In case of a vacancy in tlie Presidency 
and Vice-Presidency the congress shall, by 
law, appoint officers to fill such vacancies 
until a President be elected. 

(By a recent enactment of congress, the 
cabinet officers in regular order succeed to the 
Presidency after the Vice-President). 
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20. May the President's salary be changed during 

his term of office ? 

It can neither be increased nor diminished 
during his term of office. 

21. What is the President's salary? 

Fifty thcmsand dollars a year, together with 
the use of the White House. 

22. What is the President's oath of oflSce ? 

I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will 
faithfully execute the office of President of the 
United States, and will, to the l)est of my 
ability, preserve, ] )rotect, and defend the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

23. Why is the word " affirm " also used ? 

The word ''affirm'' was added for the ben- 
efit of the Quakers and Shakers who are 
opi)osed to swearing. 

24. What authority has the President over the 

United States army and navy and State 
militia? 

The President shall be commander-in-chief 
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of the army and navy of the United States, 
and of the militia of the several States when 
called into the actual service of the United 
States. 

25. What authority has the President to make 

treaties ? 

The President shall have i)ower, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, to 
make treaties, provided two-thirds of the 
Senators present concur. 

26. Name the officers appointed by the President ? 

(1) Justices of the Supreme and inferior 
United States Courts.

27. What are Ambassadors ? 

Ambassadors are the liigliest grade of offi- 
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cials representing tliii;^ government at foreign 
countries. 

28. What are Ministers Plenipotentiary ? 

Ministers Plcni])otentiary are ministers sent 
by the Ignited Stiites to reside in a foreign 
country with full power to act for the govern- 
ment. 

29. What are Resident Ministers ? 

Eesident Ministers are ministers sent to 
countries of less importance and receive less 
salaries. 

30. What are Charge d' Affaires ? 

Charge d 'Affaires are the lowest grade of 
ministers, and have very little authority, ex- 
cept when acting in the place of a minister. 

31. What are Consuls ? 

Consuls are agents appointed by the gov- 
ernment to reside at foreign sea-ports, and 
commissioned to watch over the commercial 
rights of the nation sending them. 
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32. Name some of the duties of Araericau Consuls? 

(1) They take charge of the estate of any Amer- 
ican dying abroad when settlement is not provided for. 

(2) They have charge of transfers of property 
made by Americans residing abroad. 

(3) They keep records of all vessels entering their 
ports, the number of seamen, etc. 

(4) They protect the rights of American seamen. 

(5) They make annual reports of the productions 
of the inhabitants of the country to which they are 
sent. 

33. What is the President's Cabinet? 

The Cabinet of the President of the United States is 
a deliberative committee composed of the heads of the 
several administrative departments of the government.

9. The Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

35. What is meant by the word Secretary as a member of the 
Cabinet? 

The Secretary is an officer whose business is to 
superintend and manage a department. 
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36. What aid does the President receive from his Cabinet? 

He arranges the conduct of public affairs through 
the reports of these officers. 

37. From wliom are tlie Cai)inet selected? 

They are selected from among those who are sup- 
posed to be especially adapted, by experience, acquire- 
ments, and capacity, for tlie especial position, as well 
as in harmony with the general policy adopted by the 
President. 

38. What position do the Cabinet olHcers occupy toward the 
President? 

They are his advisers, and, in case of removal, 
death, resiirnation, or iuabilitv of both the President 
and Vice-President of the United States, they succeed 
in regular order to act as President until the disability 
of the President or Vice-President is removed or a 
President shall be elected. 

39. In wiiat order do they succeed?

45. Bv whom is he aided? 

By an Assistant Secretary appointed in the same 
manner as himself, 

46. IIow are the various sub-officers appointed? 
By the Secretary. 

47. What is the business of this department in regard to foreign 
countries? 

This department has charge of such business as 
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may arise between this government and the govern- 
ment of other countries. 

48. What is in the keeping of the Secretary of State? 

The Great Seal of the United States. 

49. What is tlie Great Seal? 

It is the seal which the Secretary of State is re- 
quired by law to affix to all commissions given to 
officers of the United States who are appointed by 
the President and Senate or by the Senate alone. 

50. What are tlie duties of the Secretary of State under tlie super- 
vision of the President? 

(1^ To conduct the correspondence with and give 
instructions to the foreign ministers, consuls and 
agents of the "government abroad. 

(2) To take charge of the official business and in- 
tercourse of the government with the representatives 
of foreiiifn grovernments sent to us. 

(3) To attend to such other business arising from 
our foreign relations as shall be committed to him by 
the President.

00. What is the second department ? 

The Dei^artnient of the Treasury. 

01. Who is at the head of this department? 

The Seerctary of the Trea^suiy. 
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62. What is the business of the Secretary of the 
Treasury ? 

The Secretary of the Ti'casury attends to 
the finances of the country. 

63. Has he an assistant? 

He is aided by an Assistant Secretary, a First and 
Second Comptroller, five Auditors, a Treasurer, a 
Commissioner of Customs, a Con^ptroUer of Cur- 
rency and his deputy, and a Solicitor of the Treasury. 

64. Aro tlioro any Hub-troasurios ? 

In several of the large cities there is a sub-treas- 
ury, presided over by an Assistant Treasurer. 

65. What are the purposes of the sub-treasuries? 

The purposes of the sub-treasuries ai'e to receive 
and disburse the public funds. 

6(>. How are the moneys of the United States disbursed? 

Every account must be carefully examined and 
approved before it can be paid. 

67. What is required of all officers handling public funds? 

All officers handling public funds are required 
by law to give security for the faithful discharge of 
their duties. 
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68. What is meant by giving security? 

Security is anything deposited to secure the pay- 
ment of a debt or the performance of a contract. 

G9. What is meant by public funds? 

Public money. 

70. What is a bank? 

A bank is an institution, generally incorporated, 
authorized to receive deposits of money, to lend 
money and to issue bank notes, or perform any one 
of these functions. 

71. When was the present United Stat<'H banking nysteni estab- 

lished? 

The present system of 'United States banks was 
established by an act of congress in 1863. 

72. How are banks managed? 

They are managed by private parties and corpo- 
rations, apart from the government, but under its 
supervision and by its authority. 

73. How many persons are necessary to conduct a bank? 

By that act of congress any number of persons, 
not less than five, may associate themselves together 
for the purpose of banking. 
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74. What conditions are imposed upon them? 

They must, under their hands and seals, make a 
certificate which shall specify : (1) the name assumed 
by such association ; (2) the place where its busi- 
ness is to be conducted ; (3) the amount of its capi- 
tal stock (which must not be less than $50,000); 
(4) the number of its shares ; (5) the names of its 
shareholders and the nuiaber of shares held by 
each; (6) the time when such association shall 
commence business ; (7) the declaration that said 
certificate is made to enable such persons to avail 
themselves of the advantages of this act. 

75. What must be done with this certificate? 

This certificate must be properly acknowledged 
before some competent person and sent to the Comp- 
troller of Currency in the Treasury Department, to 
be recorded and kept by him. 

76. What does the Comptroller then do? 

The Comptroller of the Currency gives them a 
certificate, under his hand and official seal, to that 
effect, and they are authorized to commence busi- 
ness. This constitutes the association a corpora- 
tion. 

77. W^hat right does this give them? 

This gives them the right to make and use a com- 
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mon seal, and have all the rights and be liable to 
all the responsibilities of ordinary legalized corpo- 
rations. 

78. How far is each share-holder liable personally? 

Each share-holder is made personally liable for 
the debts of the association or bank to the amount 
of the par value of his stock. 

79. What must they do in order to insure the holders of the 

bills issued by these banks? 

They must deposit, with the Treasurer of the 
United States, United States bonds bearing interest 
to an amount not less than one-third of the capital 
stock paid in. 

80. What does the bank then receive from the Comptroller of 

Currency ? 

The Comptroller of Currency then issues to the 
bank an amount of bank notes equal to the amount 
of bonds thus deposited, less 10 per cent. 

81. By whom are these bonds kept? 

These bonds are kept by the Treasurer of the 
United States. 

82. Why are these bonds kept by the Treasurer of the United 

States? 

In case the bank should fail to redeem its cir- 
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culating bills, its bonds are sold, and with the pro- 
ceeds the Comptroller of the Currency redeems 
them, or orders them to be paid at the United States 
Treasury. 

83. Wlien does the United States liave complete control over 

the notes issued by the corporation? 

The bonds held by the Treasurer as security for 
the redemption of the bills issued by the association 
must be transferred to him in trust, thus giving him 
entire control of them in case it becomes necessary 
to sell them in order to redeem the bills of any as- 
sociation which may have failed to pay them on 
demand. 

84. What was the result of this act of congress on the bank- 

ing system? 

Nearly all banks conduct tlieir business under 
this system, so that we have a nearly uniform sys- 
tem of banking all over the United States. 

85. Are tlie bills of these banks I'ecognized everywhere? 

The bills of the banks pass in any part of the 
country. 

8(). In case the banks should fail to pay are the bills made 
worthless ? 

In case the bank should fail to pay, there is secu- 
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rity for their redemption deposited in the United 
States Treasury, where they will be paid on pre- 
sentation. 

87. Where are the United States Mints? 

At Philadelphia, San Francisco, New Orleans, 
Carson City, and Denver. 

88. What is the business of the mint? 

The business of the mint is to coin the precious 
metals into money. 

89. Who are the officers of the mint? 

A director, a treasurer, an assay er, a molter and 
refiner, and a chief coiner and engraver. 

90. How are they appointed ? 

They are all appointed by the President and 
Senate, in the usual manner. 

91. Who appoints the clerks and assistants? 

The Director. 

92. What is required of them? 

All must give bond. 

93. When and to whom does the Director make a ri^port? 

In January of each year the Director maki'S a

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CHAPTER IV. 

The Judicial Department. 

1. What is the object of the Judicial Department? 

The object of the Judicial Department is to inter- 
pret the constitution and laws, to decide controver- 
sies, to try offenders and to pronounce sentence on 
them, to enforce rights and redress wrongs. 



2. In what shall the judicial power of the United States be 
vested? 

The judicial power of the United States shall be 
vested in one Supreme Court, and in such inferior 
courts as Congress may from time to time ordain apd 
establish. 



3. How long do the judges of tlie courts hold oHice? 

The judges, both of the supreme and inferior 
courts, hold office during life and good behavior. 



4. May their salaries be changed during tlieir term of office ? 

They shall, at stated times, receive for their serv- 
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ices a compensation, which shall not be diminished 
during their continuance in office. 



5. How far shall the judicial power exteud? 

(1) The judicial power shall extend to all cases in 
law and equity arising under this constitution, the 
laws of the United States, and treaties made, or 
which shall be m*ide, under their authority. 



(2) Toall cases affecting ambassadors, other pub- 
lic ministers and consuls. 



(3) To all cases of admiralty and maritime juris- 
diction. 



(4) To controvesies to which the United States 
shall be a party. 

(5) To controversies between two or more States.

6. What is equity? 

Equity is natural justice in contra-distinction to 
strict law. 



7. What is original jarisdiction? 

Original jurisdiction is the power which a court has 
to take primary cognizance of a legal controversy. 



8. In what cases shall the Supreme Court Iiave original jurUdic 
tion? 

In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public 
ministers and consuls and those in which a State shall 
be party the Supreme Court shall have original juris- 
diction. 



9. What is appellate jurisdiction? 

Appellate jurisdiction U the jurisdiction whirh a 
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Supreme Court luis to rehear causes which have been 
tried in inferior courts 



10. In what cases has the Supreme Court appeUate jurisdiction? 

The Supreme Court has appellate jurisdiction in all 
the other cases before mentioned. 



11. How is the United States judiciary divided? 

Into one Supreme Court, United States Circuit 
Courts of Appeals, United States Circuit Courts and 
United States District Courts. 

12. What is tlie United States Supreme Court? 

The United States Supreme Court is the highest 
legal tribunal of the Federal Union. 

13. In what cases lias this court supreme power? 

In all cases of dispute as to the meaning of the con- 
stitution and the range of power it confers or implies, 
it has solo power to decide ; and from that decision 
there is no appeal. 

14. Of what does this court consist? 

The United States Supreme Court consists of one 
chief justice and eight associate justices. 
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15. How are they appointed? 

They are all appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. 



16. How many terms does this court hold? 

This court holds one term each year in Washington, 
D. C, which commences on the first Monday in 
December, and sits until it has disposed of the busi- 
ness before it. 



17. What is the next highest court of the United States? 

The United States Circuit Court of Appeals. 



18. What constitutes the United States Circuit Court of Appeals? 

The United States Circuit Court of Appeals is 
composed of circuit judges. In every circuit there 
are two circuit judges and in some there are three. 
If there be not a quorum present (three circuit judges) , 
a district judge sits. 



19. What is the next highest court of tlie United States? 

The United States Circuit Court. 
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20. How many United States Circuit Courts are there? 

Nine. 



21. What is the jurisdiction of the United States Circuit Courts? 

The Circuit Court is the United States court of 
general common-law and equity jurisdiction. 



22. Where are they held? 

United States Circuit Courts are held in every State 
at such times and places as Congress may direct. 



23. Wlio are tlie presiding judges of tlie circuits? 

The Circuit Courts are held by the judges of the 
Supreme Court. They, are sometimes held by the 
district judge, who is ex officio circuit judge in the 
absence of the regular circuit judge or justice. 



24. Wlio assigns the Circuit Judges? 

The Chief Justice of the United States assigns a 
judge of the Supremo Court to duty in a particular 
circuit. He himself performs that duty be- 
tween May and October when the Supreme 
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Court is not in session, and sits usually only in im- 
portant cases. He is called Circuit Justice when at 
circuit. 



25. What is the lowest of the United States Courts? 
The United States District Court. 



26. What jurisdiction has this Court? 

The United States District Court is the Federal 
Court of criminal jurisdiction, jurisdiction in revenue 
cases, adniii'alty and maritime cases, and especial cases 
assiorncd to it bv act of Consresa. It is the lowest 
court of the United States excepting the local courts 
in the Di:5trict of Columbia and the Territorial Courts. 



27. Where are the United States District Courts held? 

A United States District Court is held by a District 
Judge in every State. Some States have two and some 
three. 



18. How many judicial districts are there in the United States? 

There are seventy-one judicial districts. 
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29. What officers belong to these courts? 

There are the same number of District Judges, at- 
torneys, clerks and marshals. 



30. Who appoints these officers? 

The judges, attorneys and marshals are all appointed 
by the President and Senate ; the clerks by the respec- 
tive courts. 



31. How are all crimes, except impeachment, tried? 

The trial of all crimes, except in cases of impeach- 
ment, shall be by jury. 



32. When shall such trial be held? 

Such trials shall be held in the State where the said 
crimes shall have been committed. When the crime 
was not committed in any State, the trial shall be held 
at such place or places as the congress may, bylaw, 
have directed. 



33. When shall a person be convicted of treason? 

No person shall be convicted of treason unless on the 
testimony of two witnesses to the same overt act, or 
on confession in open court. 
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34. Who has the power to punish treason? 

The congress shall have power to declare the punish- 
ment of treason. 

35. How long shall an attainder of treason be in effect? 

No attainder of treason shall work corruption of 
blood, except during the life of the person attainted. 

36. What is the effect of attainder? 

The effect of attainder upon a felon is that all his 
estate, real and personal, is forfeited; that his blood 
is corrupted, and so nothing passes by inheritance to, 
from, or through him.

CHAPTER V. 

Articles and Amendments to the Constitution. 

ARTICLE ly. 

1. What is the law in each State in regard to the judicial pro- 

ceedings of every other State? 

Full faith and credit shall bo given in each State to 
the public acts and records and judicial proceedings 
of every other State. 

2. What docs this mean ? 

Each State shall trust every other State, and re- 
spect the general laws of every other State. 

3. What privileges liave tiie citizens of eacli State in every other 

SUte? 

The citizens of each State shall be entitled to all 
privileges of citizens in the several States. 

4. What does this mean? 

It means that a citizen of one State in the United 
States is a citizen of all. 
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6. Can a person charged with crime escape by fleeing into another 
State? 

A person charged in any State witli treason, felony, 
or other crime, who shall flee from justice and be 
found in another State, shall, on demand of the execu- 
tive authority of the State from which he fled, be 
delivered up, to be removed to the State having juris- 
diction of the crime. 



6. What is this process call d? 

Being returned on a requisition. 



7. What is a requisition? 

The demand upon the Governor of a State to which 
a person charged with a crime has fled, by the Gover- 
nor of the State in which the crime was committed, 
for his return for trial is called a requisition. 



8. Wliat is a crimimir:' 

A criminal is a person who has been convicted of 



crime. 



» I 
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9. By what authority may new States be admitted to the 
Union? 

New States may be adniited by the congress into 
this Union. 



10. Wliere may new States not be formed? 

No new State shall be formed or erected within the 
jurisdiction of any other State, nor any State be 
formed by the junction of two or more States or parts 
of States, without the consent of the legislatures of 
the States concerned, as well as of the congress. 



11. What power has Conj^ress over the territory and property be 
longing to the United States? 

The congress shall have power to dispose of and 
make all needful rules and regulations respecting the 
territory or other property belonging to the United 
States. 



12. What does the United States guarantee to every State? 

The United States shall guarantee to every State in 
this Union a republican form of government. 
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13. When must the United States protect the States? 

The United States shtill protect each of the States 
against invasions, and on application of the legishi- 
tuie, or of the Executive, against domestic violence. 



ARTICLE V. 



14. How can the Constitution be amended? 

(1) The congress, whenever two-thirds of both 
houses shall deem it necessary, shall propose amend- 
ments to this constitution. 



(2) On application of the legislatures of two- 
thirds ©f the several States, the congress shall call 
a convention for proposing amendments. 



15. When are the amendments valid? 



(1) When ratified by the legislatures in three- 
fourths of the several States. 



(2) When ratified by conventions in three-fourths 
of the several States, as the one or the other mode of 
ratification may be proposed by congress; provided. 
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that no State shall, without its consent, be deprived 
of its equal suffrage in the Senate. 



ARTICLE VII. 



16. What is the supreme law of the land? 

This Constitution, and the laws of the United 
States which shall be made in pursuance thereof, and 
all treaties made or which shall be made under the 
authority of the United States, shall be the supreme 
law of the land. 



17. Who are required to take oath or affirmation to support the 
Constitution of the Uuiled States? 

The Senators ' and Representatives before men- 
tioned, and the members of the several State Legis- 
latures, and all executive and judicial oflScers, both of 
the United States and of the several States, shall be 
bound by oath or affirmation to support this Consti- 
tution. 



18. Can a religious test be exacted? 

No religious test shall ever be required as a qualifi- 
cation to any office or public trust under the United 
States. 
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23. To what does this refer? 

To the privilege of the people to dofoiul thoir 
rights; individuals are not allowed to carry oonooalod 
weapons.

24. What is forbidden in the third amendment? 

No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in 
any house without the consent of the owner, nor in 
time of war but in a manner to be prescribed by law. 



25. What right is assured the people by the fourth amendment? 

The right of the people to l)e secure in their per- 
sons, houses, papers, and effects, against unreasonable 
searches and seizures shall not be violated. 



26. Wliat does this mean? 

No private house shall be entered and searched un- 
less upon the issue of a search warrant by the proper 
authority. 



27. When only may warrants be issued? 

No warrant shall issue except upon probable cause, 
supported by oath or affirmation, and particularly de- 
scribing the place to be searched and the person or 



things to be seized. 
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28. When shall a person be held to answer for a capital crime? 

No person shall be held to answer for a capital or 
otherwise infamous crime unless on a presentment or 
indictment of a grand jury. 



29. Are there any exceptions? 

Except in cases arising in the land or naval forces, 
or in the militia, when in time of war and public 



danger. 



30. Shall any person be twice liable for the same offense? 

No person shall be subject for the same offense to 
be twice put in jeopardy of life or limb. 



31. Can any one be compelled to witness a^jjaiiist himself? 

No one shall l)e compelled in any criminal case to be 
a witness against himself, nor to be de})rived of life, 
liberty, or property, without due process of law. 



32. May private property be taken for public use? 

No private property shall be taken for public use 
without just compensation. 
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33. What rights has an accused person? 

(1) In all criminal prosecutions the accused shall 
enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial by an im- 
partial jury of the State and district wherein the crime 
shall have been committed. 



(2) He shall be informed of the nature and cause of 
the accusation. 



(3) He shall be confronted with the witnesses 
against him. 

(4) He shall have compulsory process for obtaining 
witnesses in his favor. 



(5) He shall have the assistance of counsel for his 
defense. 



34. What causes may be tried by a jury? 

In suits at common law, where the value in contro- 
versy shall exceed twenty dollars, the right of trial by 
jury shall be preserved, and no fact tried by a jury 
shall be otherwise re-examined in any court of the 
United States than according to the rules of common 
law. 
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36. What Is a jury? 

A jury is a body of men selected and sworn to 
inquire intx) any matter of fact, and to declare the 
truth of it on the evidence given them. 



36. How maoy kinds of juries are there? 

Two; the Grand Jury and the Petit Jury. 



87. When does a grand jury act? 

A grand jury acts only in criminal cases. 



38. Where does a grand jury sit? 

A grand jury sits alone, not in the presence of the 
court, and deliberates upon such matters of criminal 
character as it possesses knowledge of. 



39. What is the result of their deliberations? 

If, upon such evidence as they have, they find that 
a great crime has been committed, or that they have 
good reason to believe so, and that it has been 
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perpetrated by some person specified, they report their 
finding to the court. 



40. What is this finding caiied? 

An indictment. 



41. What is the result of this act? 

The person indicted is held for trial for the crime. 



42. When does a petit jury act? 

A petit jury acts in both civil and criminal cases. 



43. Where does the petit jury sit? 

The petit jury sits with the court; hears the argu- 
ments of counsel on both sides; the evidence of 
witnesses, and the charge of the judge. 



44. What do they then do? 

They then withdraw and deliberate alone upon th 
case. 
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45. What is their finding called? 

A verdict. 



46. What is the result of this action? 

The jury find a verdict according to the law and 
evidence. 



47. Is there any restriction in regard to bail and fines? 

Excessive bails shall not be required, nor excessive 
fines imposed, nor cruel or unusual punishment 
inflicted. 



48. What is bail? 

Admitting to bail consists in the delivery of a per- 
son to his sureties on their giving security for his 
appearance at the time and place of trial, there to 
surrender and take his trial. 



49. What is a fine? 

A fine is pecuniary punishmentjimposed by a lawful 
tribunal upon a person convicted of crime or misde- 
meanor. 
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50. What kinds of suits are brouglit iu court? 

Civil suits and criminal suits. 



61. What is a civU suit? 

A civil suit is a suit arising between citizens, the party 
bringing the suit being called the plaintiff, and the 
party against whom the suit is brought the defendant. 



52. What is a criminal suit? 

A criminal suit is one in which the State is the 
plaintiff and the person accused of the crime or misde- 
meanor is the defendant. 



53. Who pays the costs in a civil suit? 

The party who loses the case generally pays the 
costs. 



54. What business is transacted in the Probate Court? 

Settlement of estates and business in regard to wills 
and matters of guardianship. 



55. What court has jurisdiction in admiralty and maritime cases? 
The Federal Court. 
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56. What is a judgment? 

A judgment is the decision or sentence of the hiw 
given by a court of justice, or other competent 
tribunal, as the result of proceedings instituted therein 
for the redress of an injury. 



67. What is a lieu? 

A lien is a hold or claim which one person has upon 
the property of another as a security for some debt or 



charge. 



58. What is a mechauic's lieu ? 

Mechanics have a lien on the buildings which they 
have constructed or repaired, which commences with 
the commencement of the work and continues a 
limited time. 



59. May slavery exist iu the United States? 

Neither slavery nor voluntary servitude shall exist 
iu the United States or any place subject to their 
jurisdiction, except as punishment for crime whereof 
the person shall have been convicted. 
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60. Who are citizens of the United States? 

AH persons bom or naturalized in the United States, 
and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of 
the United States and of the State wherein they 
reside. 



61. Can any State abridge the pririleges of the United States? 

No State shall make or enforce anv law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of the United 
States. 



62. Can any State take life or liberty withoot due process of law? 

No State shall deprive any person of life, liberty, or 
property, without due process of law, nor deny to 
any person within its jurisdiction the equal protection 
of the laws. 



63. What persons are disqualified from holding office under the 
United SUtes? 

No person shall hold any office, civil or military 
under the United States or under any State, who, 
having previously taken oath as an officer of the 
United States to support the constitution of the United 
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States, shall have engaged in rebellion against the 
same, or given aid or comfort to the enemies thereof, 

64. Can this disability of States be removed? 

Congress may, by a vote of two-thirds of each 
house, remove this disability. 

65. What United States debts are valid? 
Those authorized by law. 

66. Shall the rights of citizens of the United States ever be denied? 

The right of citizens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by the United States 
or by any State on account of race, color or previous 
condition of servitude.

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CHAPTER VI. 
Government of the State, County, Etc. 

THE STATE. 

1. What is a State! 

A State is a political organization of people posses- 
sing sovereign power, except where the power is dele- 
gated to the United States. 

2. Is the word ^* State " otherwise applied? 

The territory over which such sovereign power has 
jurisdiction is generally called d State — as, the State 
of Missouri; the State of New York. 

3. Are States recogaized by foreign powers? 

States, individually, are not recognized by foreign 
powers. 

4. How are States governed? 

The government of each State is similar to that of 
the United States, each having its own constitution 
and laws. 
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5. Uow is the State goYemment diyided? 

Into three branches — the legislative, the executive, 
and the judicial. 



6. Of what does the legislative branch consist? 

Of a Senate and House of Representatives. 



7. How are State Senators and State Representatives elected? 

By the people. 



8. Who are the execotive officers of a State? 

The Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary of 
State, State Auditor, State Treasurer, Attorney- 
General, Superintendent of Public Schools, etc. 



9. What are the duties of the Governor? 

The Governor shall see that the laws are faithfully 
executed throughout the State. 



10. When shall the Governor be commander-in-chief of the State 
militia? 

At all times, except when they shall be called into 
the service of the United States. 
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11. When may the Governor call out the militia? 

To execute the laws, suppress insurrections, and 
repel invasions. 



12. When must he command in person? 

He need not command in person, unless so directed 
by the State Legislature. 



13. What powers has the Governor? 

The Governor shall have power to grant reprieves, 
commutations and pardons after conviction for all 
offenses, except treason and cases of impeachment. 



14. What is the Governor's duty to the Sute Legislature? 

The Governor shall give to the State Legislature 
information in regard to the condition of the State. 



15. What appointments may the Governor make? 

When a vacancy occurs in an office, the Governor 
may appoint a person to fill it for the unexpired term, 
unless otherwise provided by law.

16. What veto power has the Governor? 

The Governor has the same power in signing or 
vetoinor bills in State matters as the President has in 
United States matters. 



17. What office has the Lieatenant-GoT^mor? 

The Lieutenant-Governor shall be President of the 
State Senate. 



18. In case the office of Governor is vacant, who shall fill his 
place? 

The Lieutenant-Governor shall then be Governor 
for the residue of the term. 



19. What is the duty of the State Secretary? 

The State Secretary shall be the custodian of the 
seal of the State, and affix it to all official acts of the 
Governor, excepting his approval of laws. 



20. What further duty has the State Secretary? 

The State Secretary shall keep a register of the 
official acts of the Governor. 
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21. What is the daty of the State Aoditor? 

The duty of the State Auditor is to examine the 
accounts of officers who have received and disbursed 
public moneys by lawful authority. 



22. What is the daty of the State Treasurer? 

The State Treasurer shall deposit all moneys in 
the State Treasury belonging to the State in such 
banks as he may select, with the approval of the 
Governor and the Attorney-General. 



23. What accounts must he publish? 

The Treasurer shall keep a separate account of the 
State funds, and shall publish quarterly statements 
showing the amount and place of deposit of the State 
funds. 



24. What moneys shall he disburse? 

The State Treasurer shall, upon warrants drawn by 
the State Auditor, disburse the interest and profits of 
the State funds according to law, for the service of 
the State. 
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25. What is thedatjoftbe Attoinej-Geiienl? 

The datv of the Attomev-Geaeral is to look after 
the legal interests of the State. 



26. Wliat is the duty of the Saperintendent of Public Schools? 

It is the duty of the State Superintendent of Public 
Schools to have general oversight and direction of all 
the public schools in the State. 



27. What duties does this include? 

He has to collect official information concorniuif the 

o 

condition of the schools throughout the Slate. 



28, How does he do this? 

The officers of the various school districts make re- 
ports, which they send to the County SupcrintondcMii. 
From these reports the County Superintendent makes 
his report for the State Superintendent. The Stale 
Superintendent then makes a report for the State 
Legislature, from which the law-makers are informed 
of the needs of the schools. 
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29. What farther duty has the State Superintendent in regard to 
the legislature? 

It is his duty to suggest to the legislature ways of 
improving the school laws. 



30. What duties of a judicial nature belong to the office of the 
State Superiutcndeut? 

• 

He gives instructions to local officers in reference to 
the administration of school laws, and he sometimes 
settles disputes in regard to the school laws without 
the contending parties resorting to the courts. 



31. The Puolic Schools are under what control? 
Under control of the government. 

The Continental Congress, in 1787, took action in 
regard to this matter, enacting that the means of edu- 
cation should be encouraged. 



32. What steps did it take to further education. 

The congress of the United States later set apart 
the sixteenth section of every congressional township 
of land for the support of public schools. This appro- 
priation was only in the North until 1865. 
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^, How large is a township? 

A township is six miles square. 

34. Under whose immediate direction are public schools? 

Under the direction of a school board composed of 
directors. 

35. How are schools supported? 

Schools are supported either by a State fund or by 
a tax levied and collected in the school district. 

36. Who has charge of the school money? 

Each school board has a treasurer who has charge 
of the money. 

87. What officer has charge of schools in cities and towns? 

The City Superintendent. . 

38 . What are his duties? 

It is the duty of a City Superintendent to grade 
the schools, plan the work, and find and introduce 
the best methods of teaching. 

39. What are the classes of public schools? 

Grammar or District Schools, High and Normal 
Schools. 

40. Are there any other public schools? 

In many States there are State Universities. 
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41. How were they founded? 

la most Western States they were founded by a 
grant of land from the Government. 



42. Who elects all the executve oflScers of a State? 

The people. 



43. Of what does the judicial department of the State consist? 

Of Supreme and Inferior Courts. 



44 Over what cases have the States absolute control? 

State governments have absolute control over: (1) 
public education; (2) public health; (3) public 
morals; (4) the detection and punishment of crimes; 
(5) the care of local interests and industries. 



45. Over what cases has a State no control? 

A State cannot : ( 1 ) make treaties with foreign 
powers; (2) declare war; (3) raise revenue by duties 
on imports; (4) control the postal service; (5) con- 
trol matters pertaining to other States; (6) coin 
money. 
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4G. What are the subdivisions of a State. 

States are subdivided into counties, cities and towns. 



47. What is a county? 

A county is a political subdivision of a State, organ- 
ized for the administration of local affairs. 

This is true, except as to the City of St. Louis, 
which is not a county, but is a separate municipal 
organization, holding the same relation to the State of 
Missouri as any county. 



48. What are counties obliged to maintain ? 

Suitable court houses, jails, and buildings for the 
registry and preservation of deeds, wills, and court 
records. 



49. What is the place in which these buildings are situated called? 

The county -seat. 



60. Who are the chief county officers? 

Commissioners and Assessors, a Treasurer, a Re- 
corder of Deeds, a Sheriff and a Coroner. 
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51. What are the duties of Commissioners? 

It is the duty of a Commissioner to erect and repair 
county buildings and care for county property and take 
charge of houses of correction and apportion county 
taxes. 

52. Under what authority are roads established? 

Counties and townships locate roads under the 
authority derived from the State. 

(There are also post-roads established by congress, 
and roads established by States.) 

53. How are the expenses of road bnllding paid? 

By tax-payers ; in farming districts it is sometimes 
partly paid in labor; in cities it is in the hands of the 

corporation. 

64. Who has general oversight of roads? 

The Road Supervisor. 

56. Where is the land for roads obtained? 

Besides public lands, the government, by giving 
just compensation, may take private property. 

5(J. What is the object of the poor-house or county-house? 

To provide maintenance for those who are unable to 
support themselves, and whose relations are not 
suflSciently near to be compelled by law to support 
them. 
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'57. What is the datj <^ the Cooiitt TreasiiRrr? 

To receive and pay oat all monevs belongiiur to the 
county- 

58. What is the doty of the Recorder of Deeds? 

To receive and i-ecord all written public documents 
and also written instruments affecting lands or other 
property. 

59. What is the duty of the Sheriff? 

(1) It is the Sheriff's duty to preserve the j>eaee of 
the county. 

(2) He shall arrest and commit to prison all 
persons breaking the peace. 

(3) He is bound to pursue and capture criminals. 

(4) He has the safe keeping of county jails and is 
responsible for the custody of prisoners. 

(5) The sheriff must see that the sentence of the 
Courtis carried into execution. 

(6) He serves all writs and processes issued l)y wwy 
of the courts of record and is the ministerial oflicer of 
such courts. 

(7) He summons juries. 
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60. What is the daty of the Coroner? 

The Coroner's duty is to hold iuquisition, with the 
assistance of a jury, over the body of any person who 
has died a violent death or who has died in prison. 
He also performs the sheriff's duties in case there is 
no sheriff or the sheriff cannot act. 



61. What is a town? 



A town is a body corporate occupying a definite 
portion of territory, and exercising local jurisdiction 
under the control of the State. 



62. What is a city? 

A city is a larger political incorporation of the same 
character as a town, differing merely in size. 



63. Who are the chief oflScers in a city? 

The Mayor, Council men. City Solicitor, Survej'ors, 
Inspectors, Police Judges, and a Marshal. 



64. What is the duty of the Mayor? 

To see that the laws of the city are enforced, and 
to supervise the conduct of the subordinate officers. 
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C5. What is the daty of the councilmen? 

To make laws for the government of the city. 

66. How may a title to property be acquired? 

OWNERSHIP OF PROPERTY. 

In three ways: (1) by descent, (2) by purchase, (3) 
by will. 

67. What is possession by descent? 

Descent or hereditary possession is the title where- 
by a person on the death of his ancestor, acquires his 
estate by right of representation as his heir. 

68. What is a will? 

A will is written disposition of one's property to take 
effect after death. 
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CHAPTER VII. 



Criminal Law. 



In a community there are always people who are 
law-abiding and people who are not. Government is 
organized for the purpose of promoting the industry 
and prosperity, the uniformity and harmony of a 
nation, and grows out of the very relation of men to 
each other. But, as in all ages and climes there are 
persons who are disposed to wrong-doing, it is neces- 
sary to make laws to compel them to respect the rights 
of others. Such law is called Criminal Law. 



1. What is Criminal Law? 

Criminal Law is that branch of Jurisprudence which 
treats of crimes and offenses. 



2. What is a crime? 

A crime is a wrong directly or indirectly affecting 
the public. 

3. How are crimes divided? 

Crimes are divided into felonies and misdemeanors. 
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4. What is a felony? 

A felony is a crime punishable on conviction with 
death or imprisonment in the penitentiary. 



5. What is a misdemeanor? 

A misdemeanor is an offense less than a felony. 



6. Who institutes procedure against a criminal? 

Procedure against a criminal is instituted by the 
State in which the crime is committed. 



7. What are the elements of crime? 

To constitute a crime there must be : ( 1 ) an act ; 
(2) a criminal intent or (3) criminal negligence. 



8. What determines the criminality of an act? 

The intent. 



9. How is the failure to do an act of duty regarded? 

The failure to do an act of duty is as criminal as to 
commit a criminal act. 
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10. Is an idiot considered capable of committing a crime? 

An idiot is considered at law incapable of commit- 
ting crime. 



11. Is any one blamed for tlie result of an accident? 

Where accidental mischief results from the proper 
performance of a lawful act, the party committing it 
is excused from all guilt; but if in the performance of 
an act which is morally wrong, it is otherwise. 



12. Is ignorance of law an excuse? 

Ignorance of law is no excuse for the commission of 
crime 



13. How is ignorance of law regarded? 

Ignorance of law, after promulgation of the statute 
by publication, is criminal negligence. 



14. Is a person considered guilty when employed by another to do 
a crime? 

Where a person emplo} s another to do an unlawful 
act the act becomes his own and he is liable; but both 
are guilty. 
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15. Is dmnkeniiess any excsse for crime? 

Voluntary dmnkenness i> no excuse for crime, even 
when it is so extreme that the person is nnconscions of 
what he is doinsr. 



16. What efifect has insanity on crime? 

To be responsible for crime the party committing 
the act mnst be of sound mind. 



17. How are crimes classified according to the d at ore of the 
offense? 

(1) Acts Affecting the Sovereigxty of the 
State — As treason, misprision of treason, high 
crimes and misdemeanors. 



18. What is a misprision of treasoD? 

Misprision of treason is havmg knowledge that 
treason has been committed or is about to bo com- 
mitted, and concealing such knowledge. 



(2) Acts Affecting the Persons and Livks of 
Individuals — As assault and battery, false impris- 
onment, kidnaping, robbery, murder, manslaughter. 
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19. What is assault? 

Assault is any wrongful physical violence inflicted 
on a. human being without his consent, without 
affecting life. 



20. What is false imprisonment? 

False imprisonment is any unlawful restraint of 
one's liberty. 

21. What is liidnaping? 

Kidnaping is the forcible abduction of a man, 
woman, or child. 

22. What is robbery? 

Kobbery is the felonious and forcible taking from 
the person of another, goods or money, by violence 
or by putting him in fear. 

23. What is murder? 

Murder is the willful killing of any person with 
malice aforethought. 

24. What is manslaughter? 

Manslaughter is the unlawful killing of an6ther 
without malice, either expressed or implied. 
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(3) Acts Affecting Property — As burning 
public property, destroying public propert}', injuries 
to public property. 

(4) Acts Affecting Private Property — As 
arson, burglary, embezzlement, larceny, obtaining 
goods by false pretenses.

25. What is arson? 

Arson is the malicious burning of another's house. 

26. What is burglary? 

Burglary is the breaking and entering the house of 
another in the night time with the intent to commit a 
felony. 

27. What is larceny? 

Larceny is the fraudulent taking and carrying away 
of the personal goods of another. 
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28. What is obtaining goods by false pretenses ?. 

Obtaining g(xxls l)y false pi-etenses is ob- 
taining goods by a willfiil misrepresentation 
of a fact upon which a i>erson relies and is 
thereby induced to part with his property. 

(5) Acts Affecting the Public or Individu- 
als OR their Property — As conspiracies. 

29. What is a conspiracy ? 

A conspiracy is a combination of two or 
more persons to accomplish some criminal 
purpose, or some lawful purpose by criminal 
means. 

(6) Acts Affecting Public Property — ^As 
gambling, lotteries, nuisances, violating or ob- 
structing the right of suffrage, destroying 
game or fish. 

30. What is gambling ? 

Gambling is an understanding between two 
or more persons by which they agree to play 
by certain rules at cards, or dice, or other 
contrivance, and that one shall be winner and 
the other loser. 
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31. What is a lottery ? 

A lottery is a scheme for the distribution 
of prizes by chance. 

32. What is nuisance ? 

Nuisance is anything that unlawfully 
works hurt, inconvenience or damage to. the 
public, or especial injury to an individual. 

(7) Acts Affecting the Currency and Pub- 
lic AND Private Securities — As counterfeiting, 
l)assing counterfeit money, circulating false 
currency, 

33. What is counterfeiting ? 

Counterfeiting is making false money. 

(8) Acts Affecting the Public Peace and Se- 
curity — ^As breach of the peace, challenging 
to fight a duel, libel, riot, unlawful assembly. 

34. What is libel? 

Libel is a malicious defamation of charac- 
ter expressed either in printing or writing. 
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35! What is a riot ? 

A riot is a tiunultuous disturbance of the 
I)eace by three j^ersons or more. 

(9) Acts Affecting Pi'blic Justice — As 
bribery, ccjiitempt of court, destroying pub- 
lie i-ecords, escajKi, extortion, jail-breach, 
maintenance, misprision of felony, obstruct- 
ing legal process, oppression, i>erjury, i-esist- 
aiice of an offic*er, suppression of evidence. 

30. What is bribery ? 

Bribery is the vohintary giving or receiving 
of anything of value in corrupt payment for 
an official act done or to be done. 

37. What is contempt of court ? 

Contemi)t of court is a wiUful disregard oi 
disobedience of the authority of court. 

38. What is extortion ? 

Extortion is the unlawful taking by any 
officjor of any money or thing of value that is 
not due him, or more than is due, or before it 
is due. 
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39. What is maintenance i 

Maintenance is the intenneddling of a 
stranger in a suit, for the puri>o>e of rstining 
up strife and continuing the litigation. 

40. What is misprision of felony i 

Misprision of felony is having knowledge 
that felony is about to be cnnmiitteil, or lias 
been committed, and concealing such knowl- 
edge. 

41. Wliat is i>eijury ? 

Perjury is a willful false oath by any one 
who is required to testily in any judicial pro- 
ceeding. 

42. What is an oath ? 

An oath is an outward plolge given by the 
person taking it that his attestation or promise 
is made under an immediate sense of his re- 
sponsibility to God. 

(10) Acts Affecting Religion and Moiulity 
— ^As blasphemy, cruelty to animals, drunk- 
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enness, profanity, promoting intemperance, 
Sabbath-breaking. 

43. What is blasphemy? 

Blasphemy is speaking evil of the Deity. 

44. How are all these crimes punished ? 

By fines or imprisonment, according to the 
enormity of the crime. 

45. Why is punishment inflicted ? 

Punishment is inflicted as a precaution 
against future offenses. 

46. How is this object effected? 

In three ways: (1) By amendment of the 
offender himself; (2) by deterring others 
through his example; (3) by depriving the 
guilty party of the power to do future mis- 
chief.

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Declaration of Independence. 



The following preamble and specifications, known 
as the Declaration of Independence, accompanied 
the resolution of Richard Henry Lee, which was 
adopted by Congress on the 2d day of July, 1776. 
This declaration was agreed to on the 4th, and the 
transaction is thus recorded in the Journal for that 
day: 

^'Agreeably to the order of the day^ the Congress 

resolved itself into a committee of the whole ^ to take 

into their further consideration the Declaration ; 

andj after some time^ the President resumed the 

chair ^ and Mr, Harrison reported that the committee 

have agreed to a Declaration^ which they desired 

him to report, Tlte Declaration being read^ was 
agreed to as follows : " 

A DECLARATION BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF 
THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, IN 

CONGRESS ASSEMBLED. 

When, in the course of human events, it becomes 
necessary for one people to dissolve the political 
bands which have connected them with another, and 
assume, among the powers of the earth, the separate 
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and equal station to which the laws of nature and 
nature's God entitle them, a decent respect to the 
opinion of mankind requires that they should de- 
clare the causes which impel them to the separa- 
tion. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident — that all 
men are created equal ; that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain inalienable rights; that 
among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. That, to secure these rights, govern- 
ments are instituted among men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the governed; that, 
whenever any form of government becomes destruc- 
tive of these ends, it is the right of the people to 
alter or abolish it, and to institute a new govern- 
ment, laying its foundations on such principles, and 
organizing its powers in such form as to them shall 
seem most likely to effect their safety and happi- 
ness. Prudence, indeed, will dictate that govern- 
ments long established should not be changed for 
light and transient causes ; and, accordingly, all ex- 
perience hath shown that mankind are more disposed 
to suffer, while evils are sufferable, than to right 
themselves by abolishing the forms to which they 
are accustomed. But when a long train of abases and 
usurpations, pursuing invariably the same object, 
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evinces a design to reduce them under absolute des- 
potism, it is their right, it is their duty, to throw off 
such government, and to provide new guards for 
their future security. Such has been the patient 
sufferance of these colonies, and such is now the 
necessity which constrains them to alter their former 
systems of government. The history of the present 
King of Great Britain is a history of repeated in- 
juries and usurpations, all having in direct object 
the establishment of an absolute tyranny over these 
States. To prove this, let facts be submitted to a 
candid world. 

1. He has refused his assent to laws the most 
wholesome and necessary for the public good. 

2. He has forbidden his governors to pass laws 
of immediate and pressing importance, unless sus- 
pended in their operations till his assent should be 
obtained ; and, when so suspended, he has utterly 
neglected to attend to them. 

3. He has refused to pass other laws for the ac- 
commodation of large districts of people, unless 
those people would relinquish the right of repre- 
sentation in the Legislature — a right inestimable to 
them, and formidable to tyrants only. 

4. He has called together legislative bodies at 
places unusual, uncomfortable, and distant from the 
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repository of their public records, for the sole pur- 
pose of fatiguing them into compliance with his 
measures. 

5. He has dissolved representative houses re- 
peatedly, for opposing, with manly fimmess, his 
invasions on the rights of the people. 

6. He has refused, for a long time after such dis- 
solutions, to cause others to be elected, whereby the 
legislative powers, incapable of annihilation, have 
returned to the people at large for their exercise ; 
the State remaining, in the meantime, exposed to all 
the dangers of invasions from without, and convul- 
sions within. 

7. He has endeavored to prevent the population 
of these States; for that purpose obstructing the 
laws for the naturalization of foreigners ; refusing to 
pass others to encourage their migration hither, and 
raising the conditions of new appropriations of 
lands. 

8. He has obstructed the administration of jus- 
tice, by refusing his assent to laws for establishing 
judiciary powers. 

9. He has made judges dependent on his will 
alone for the tenure of their offices, and the amount 
and payment of their salaries. 
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10. He has erected a multitude of new offices, 
and sent hither swarms of officers to harass our peo- 
ple and eat out their substance. 

11. He has kept among us in times of peace, 
standing armies, without the consent of our Legis- 
latures, 

12. He has affected to render the military inde- 
pendent of, and superior to, the civil power. 

13. He has combined with others to subject us to 
a j urisdiction foreign to our constitutions, and unac- 
knowledged by our laws ; giving his assent to their 
acts of pretended legislation ; 

14. For quartering large bodies of armed troops 
among us ; 

15. For protecting them, by a mock trial, from 
punishment for any murders which they should 
commit on the inhabitants of these States ; 

16. For cutting off our trade with all parts of the 
world ; 

17. For imposing taxes on us without our con- 
sent; 

18. For depriving us, in many cases, of the ben- 
efits of trial by jury ; 
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19. For transporting us beyond seas, to be tried 
for pretended offenses ; 

20. For abolishing the free system of English 
laws in a neighboring province, establishing therein 
an arbitrary government, and enlarging its bound- 
aries, so as to render it at once an example and fit 
instrument for introducing the same absolute rule 
into these colonies ; 

21. For taking away our charters, abolishing our 
most valuable laws, and altering, fundamentally, the 
forms of our governments ; 

22. For suspending our own Legislatures, and 
declaring themselves invested with power to legis- 
late for us in all cases whatsoever. 

23. He has abdicated government here, by de- 
claring us out of his protection, and waging war 
against us. 

24. He has plundered our seas, ravaged our 
coasts, burned our towns, and destroyed the lives of 
our people. 

25. He is at this time transporting large armies 
of foreign mercenaries to complete the works of 
death, desolation and tyranny, already begun with 
circumstances of cruelty and perfidy scarcely par-

alleled in the most barbarous ages, and totally un- 
worthy the head of a civilized nation. 

26. He has constrained our fellow-citizens, taken 
captive on the high seas, to bear arms against their 
friends and brethren, or to fall themselves by their 
hands. 

27. He has excited domestic insurrection among ' 
us, and has endeavored to bring on the inabitants of 
our frontiers the merciless Indian savages, whose 
known rule of warfare is an undistinguished destruc- 
tion of all ages, sexes, and conditions. 

In every stage of these oppressions we have peti- 
tioned for redress in the most humble terms; our 
repeated petitions have been answered only by re- 
peated injury. A prince whose character is thus 
marked by every act which may define a tyrant, is 
unfit to be the ruler of a free people. 

Nor have we been wanting in our attentions to 
our British brethren. We have warned them, from 
time to time, of attempts by their Legislature to ex- 
tend an unwarrantable jurisdiction over us. We 
have reminded them of the circumstanc** "«• 

emigration and settlement here. We liav< 
to their native justice and magnanimif 
have conjured them, by the ties of oi 
kindred, to disavow these u 
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inevitably interrupt our connections and corre- 
spondence. They, too, have been deaf to the voice of 
justice and consanguinity. We must, therefore, ac- 
quiesce in the necessity wliich denounces our separ- 
ation, and hold them, as we hold the rest of mankind, 
enemies in war, in peace friends. 

We, therefore, the representatives of the United 
States of America, in general Congress assembled, 
appealing to the Supreme Judge of the world for the 
rectitude of our intentions, do, in the name and by 
the authority of the good people of these colonies, 
solmenly publish and declare that these United 
Colonies are, and of right ought to be, free akd 
INDEPENDENT States ; that they are absolved from 
all allegiance to the British crown, and that all politi- 
cal connections between them and the State of Great 
Britain, is, and of right ought to be, totally dis- 
solved; and that as free and independent States, 
they have full power to levy war, conclude peace, 
contract alliances, establish commerce, and do all 
other acts and things which independent States 
may of right do. And, ^ for the support of this 
declaration, with a firm reliance on the protection 
of Divine Providence, we mutually pledge to eiach 
other, our lives, our fortunes, and our sacred honor.

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Constitution of the United States, 



We, the people of the United States, in order to 
form a more perfect union, establish justice, insure 
domestic tranquility, provide for the common de- 
fense, promote the general welfare, and secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity, 
do ordain and establish this Constitution for the 
United States of America. 

ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. All legislative powers herein granted 
shall be vested in a Congress of the United States, 
which shall consist of a Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

Sec. 2. The House of Representatives shall be 
composed of members chosen every second year by 
the people of the several States, and the electors in 
each State shall have the qualifications requisite for 
electors of the most numerous branch of the State 
Legislature. 

No person shall be a representative who shall not 
have attained to the age of twenty -five years, and 
been seven years a citizen of the United States, and 
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who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that 
State in which he shall be chosen. 

Representatives and direct taxes shall be appor- 
tioned among the several States which may be in- 
cluded within this Union, according to their respect- 
ive numbers, which shall be determined by adding 
to the whole number of free persons, including those 
bound to service for a term of years, and excluding 
Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all other persons. 
The actual enumeration shall be made within three 
years after the first meeting of the Congress of the 
United States, and within every subsequent term of 
ten years, in such manner as they shall by law 
dii'ect. The number of representatives shall not 
exceed one for every thirty thousand, but each State 
shall have at least one representative; and until 
such enumeration shall be made, the State of New 
Hampshire shall be entitled to choose three ; Massa- 
chusetts, eight ; Rhode Island and Providence Plan- 
tations, one ; Connecticut, five ; New York, six ; New 
Jersey, four; Pennsylvania, eight; Delaware, one; 
Maryland, six ; Virginia, ten ; North Carolina, five • 
South Carolina, five ; and Georgia, three. 

When vacancies happen in the repnjsentatir)n 
from any State, the executive authority thereof 
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shall issue writs of election to fill such vacancies. 

The House of Representatives shall choose their 
Speaker and other officers ; and shall have the sole 
power of impeachment. 

Sec. 3. The Senate of the United States shall be 
composed of two senators from each State, chosen 
by the Legislature thereof, for six years ; and each 
senator shall have one vote. 

Immediately after they shall be assembled in con- 
sequence of the first election, they shall be divided 
as equally as may be into three classes. The seats 
of senators of the first class shall be vacated at the 
expiration of the second year ; of the second class, 
at the expiration of the fourth year; and of the 
third class, at the expiration of the sixth year ; so 
that one- third may be chosen every second year; 
and if vacancies happen by resignation, or other- 
wise, during the recess of the Legislature of any 
State, the executive thereof may make temporary 
appointments until the next meeting of the Legis- 
lature, which shall then fill such vacancies. 

No person shall be a senator who shall not have 
attained to the age of thirty years, and been nine 
years a citizen of the United States, and who shall 
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not, when elected, be an inhabitant of that State for 
which he shall be chosen. 

The Vice-President of the United States shall be 
President of the Senate, but shall have no vote, un- 
less they be equally divided. 

The Senate shall choose their other officers, and 
also a president pro tempore^ in the absence of the 
Vice-President, or when he shall exercise the office 
of President of the United States. 

The Senate shall have the sole power to try all 
impeachments. When sitting for that purpose, they 
shall be on oath or affirmation. When the President 
of the United States is tried, the Chief Justice shall 
preside ; and no person shall be convicted without 
the concurrence of two-thirds of the members 
present. 

Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not ex- 
tend further than to removal from office, and dis- 
qualification to hold and enjoy any office of honor, 
trust, or profit under the United States; but the 
party convicted shall nevertheless be liable and 
subject to indictment, trial, judgment, and punish- 
ment, according to law. 

4. The times, places, and manner of holding 
" senators and representatives shall be 
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prescribed in each State by the Legislature thereof ; 
but the Congress may at any time, by law, make or 
alter such regulations, except as to the places of 
choosing senators. 

The Congress shall assemble at least once in 
every year, and such meeting shall be on the first 
Monday in December, unless they shall by law ap- 
point a different day. 

Sec. 5. Each house shall be the judge of the elec- 
tions, returns, and qualifications of its own members, 
and a majority of each shall constitute a quorum to 
do business; but a smaller number may adjourn 
from day to day, and may be authorized to compel 
the attendance of absent members, in such manner, 
and under such penalties, as each house may pro- 
vide. 

Each house may determine the rules, of its pro- 
ceedings, punish its members for disorderly behavior, 
and, with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a 
member. 

Each house shall keep a journal of its proceed- 
ings, and from time to time publish the same, ex- 
cepting such parts as may in their judgment require 
secrecy, and the yeas and nays of the members of 
either house on any question shall, at the desire of 
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one-fifth of those present, be entered on the journal. 

Neither house, during the session of Congress, 
shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn for 
more than three days, nor to any other place than 
that in which the two houses shall be sitting. 

Sec. 6. The senators and representatives shall 
receive a compensation for their services, to be as- 
certained by law, and paid out of the treasury of 
the United States. They shall, in all cases except 
treason, felony, and breach of the peace, be priv- 
ileged from arrest during their attendance at the 
session of their respective houses, and in going to 
and returning from the same ; and for any speech 
or debate in either house, they shall not be ques- 
tioned in any other place. 

No senator or representative shall, during the 
time for which he was elected, be appointed to any 
civil office under the authority of the United States, 
which shall have been created, or the emoluments 
whereof shall have been increased, during such 
time ; and no person holding any office under the 
United States shall be a member of either house 
during his continuance in office. 

Sec. 7. All bills for raising revenue shall orig- 
inate in the House of Representatives; but tlie 
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Senate may propose or concur with amendments 
as on other bills. 

Every bill which shall have passed the House of 
Representatives and the Senate, shall, before it be- 
come a law, be presented to the President of the 
United States ; if he approve, he shall sign it ; but 
if not, he shall return it, with his objections, to that 
house in which it sliall have oiiginated, who shall 
enter the objections at large on their journal, and 
proceed to reconsider it. If, after reconsideration, 
two-thirds of that house shall agree to pass the bill, 
it shall be sent, together with the objections, to the 
other house, by which it shall likewise be recon- 
sidered, and if approved by two-thirds of that house, 
it shall become a law. But in all such cases the 
votes of both houses shall be determined by yeas 
and nays, and the names of the persons voting for 
and against the bill shall be entered on the journal 
of each house respectively. If any bill shall not be 
returned by the President within ten days (Sundaj's 
excepted) after it shall have been presented to him, 
the same shall be a law, in like manner as if he had 
signed it, unless the Congress by their adjournment 
prevent its return, in which case it shall not be a law. 

Every order, resolution, or vote, to which the con- 
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currence of the Senate and House of Representatives 
may be necessary (except on a question of adjourn- 
ment) shall be presented to the President of the 
United States ; and before the same shall take effect, 
shall be approved by him, or, being disapproved by 
him, shall be repassed by two-thirds of the Senate 
and House of Representatives, according to the rules 
and limitations prescribed in the case of a bill. 

Sec. 8. The Congress shall have power — 

To lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and 
excises, to pay the debts and provide for the com- 
mon defense and general welfare of the United 
States ; but all duties, imposts, and excises shall be 
uniform throughout the United States ; 

To borrow money on the credit of the United 
States ; 

To regulate commerce with foreign nations, and 
among the several States, and with the Indian tribes ; 

To establish an uniform rule of naturalization, 
and uniform laws on the subject of bankruptcies 
throughout the United States ; 

To coin money, regulate the value thereof, and of 
foreign coin, and fix the standard of weights and 
measures ; 
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To provide for the punishment of counterfeiting 
the securities and current coin of the United States ; 

To establish post-offices and post-roads ; 

To promote the progress of science and useful 
arts, by securing, for limited times, to authors and 
inventors the exclusive right to their respective 
writings and discoveries ; 

To constitute tribunals inferior to the Supreme 
Court ; 

To define and punish piracies and felonies com- 
mitted on the high seas, and offenses against the 
law of nations ; 

To declare war, grant letters of marque and re- 
prisal, and make rules concerning captures on land 
and water ; 

To raise and support armies, but no appropriation 
of money to that use shall be for a longer term than 
two years ; 

To provide and maintain a navy ; 

To make rules for the government and regulation 
of the land and naval forces ; 

To provide for calling forth the militia to execute 
the laws of the Union, suppress insurrections, and 
repel invasions ; 
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To provide for organizing, arming, and disciplinine: 
the militia, and for governing sucli part of them as 
may be employed in the service of the United States, 
reserving to the States respectively the appointment 
of the officers, and the authority of training the 
militia according to the discipline prescribed by 
Congress ; 

To exercise exclusive legislation in all cases what- 
soever over such district (not exceeding ten miles 
square) as may by cession of particular States, and 
the acceptance of Congress, become the seat of the 
government of the United States, and to exercise 
like authority over all places purchased by the con- 
sent of the Legislature of the State in which the 
same shall be, for the erection of forts, magazines, 
arsenals, dockyards, and other needful buildings; 
and 

To make all laws which shall be necessary and 
proper for carrying into execution the foregoing 
powers, and all other powers vested by this Consti- 
tution in the government of the United States, or in 
any department or officer thereof. 

Sec. 9. The migration or importation of such 
persons as any of the States now existing shall 
think proper to admit, shall not be prohibited by 
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the Congress prior to the year one thousand eight 
hundred and eight, but a tax or duty may be im- 
posed on such importation, not exceeding ten dol- 
lars for each person. 

The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall 
not be suspended, unless when in cases of rebellion 
or invasion the public safety may require it. 

No bill of attainder or ex-post facto law shall be 
passed. 

No capitation or other direct tax shall be laid, 
unless in proportion to the census or enumeration 
hereinbefore directed to be taken. 

No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported 
from any State. 

No preference shall be given by any regulation of 
commerce or revenue to the ports of one State over 
those of another ; nor shall vessels bound to or from 
one State be obliged to enter, clear or pay duties in 
another. 

No money shall be drawn from the treasury but 
in consequence of appropriations made by law ; and 
a regular statement and account of the receipts ard 
expenditures of all public money shall be published 
from time to time. 
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No title of nobility shall be granted by the United 
States ; and no person holding any office of profit or 
trust under them, shall, without the consent of the 
Congress, accept of any present, emolument, office, 
or title, of any kind whatever, from any king, prince, 
or foreign State. 

Sec. 10. No State shall enter into any treaty, 
alliance, or confederation ; grant letters of marque 
and reprisal; coin money; emit bills of credit; 
make anything but gold and silver coin a tender in 
payment of debts; pass any bill of attainder, ex- 
post facto law, or law impairing the obligation of 
contracts, or grant any title of nobility. 

No State shall, without the consent of the Con- 
gress, lay any impost or duties on imports or ex- 
ports, except what may be absolutely necessary for 
executing its inspections laws ; and the net produce 
of all duties and imposts, laid by any State on im- 
ports or exports, shall be for the use of the treasury 
of the United States; and all such laws shall be 
subject to the revision and control of the Congress. 

No State shall, without the consent of Congress, 
lay any duty of tonage, keep troops or ships-of-war 
in time of peace, enter into any agreement or com- 
pact with another State, or with a foreign power, or 
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engage in war, unless actually invaded, or in such 
imminent danger as will not admit of delay. 

ARTICLE II, 

Section 1. The executive power shall be vested 
in a President of the United States of America. He 
shall hold his office during the term of four years, 
and, together with the Vice-President, chosen for 
the same term, be elected as follows : 

Each State shall appoint, in such manner as the 
Legislature thereof may direct, a number of electors, 
equal to the whole number of senators and repre- 
sentatives to which the State may be entitled in the 
Congress ; but no senator or representative, or per- 
son holding an office of trust or profit under the 
United States, shall be appointed an elector. 

The Congress may determine the time of choosing 
the electors, and the day on which they shall give 
their votes ; which day shall be the same throughout 
the United States. 

No person except a natural bom citizen, or a 
citizen of the United States at the time of the adop- 
tion of this Constitution, shall be eligible to the 
office of President ; neither shall any person be 
eligible to that office who shall not have attained to 
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the age of thirty-five years, and been fourteen years 
a resident within the United States. 

In case of the removal of the President from office, 
or of his death, resignation or inability to discharge 
the powers and duties of the said office, the same 
shall devolve on the Vice-President, and the Con- 
gress may hy law provide for the case of removal, 
death, resignation, or inability, both of the Presi- 
dent and Vice-President, declaring what officer shall 
then act as President ; and such officer shall act ac- 
cordingly until the disability be removed, or a Pres- 
ident shall be elected. 

The President shall, at stated times, receive for 
his services a compensation which shall neither be 
increased nor diminished during the period for wlii(»h 
he shall have been elected, and he shall not receive 
within that period any other emolument from the 
United States, or any of them. 

Before he enter on the execution of his office he 
shall take the following oath or affirmation : '' I 
do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will faithfully 
execute the office of President of the United States, 
and will, to the best of my ability, preserve, protect, 
and defend the Constitution of the United States." 

Sec. 2. The President shall be cor 
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chief of the army and navy of the United States, 
and of the militia of the several States when called 
into the actual service of the United States ; he may 
require the opinion, in writing, of the principal oflBcer 
in each of the executive departments, upon any 
subject relating to the duties of their respective 
offices ; and he shall have power to grant reprieves 
and pardons for offenses against the United States, 
except in cases of impeachment. 

He shall have power, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to make treaties, provided two- 
thirds of the senators present concur ; and he shall 
nominate, and by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate shall appoint ambassadors, other pub- 
lic ministers and consuls, judges of the Supreme 
Court, and all other officers of the United States 
whose appointments are not herein otherwise pro- 
vided for, and which shall be established bv law ; 
but the Congress may by law vest the appointment 
of such inferior officers as they think proper, in the 
President alone, in the courts of law, or in the heads 
of departments. 

The President shall have power to fill up all va- 
cancies that may happen during tlie recess of the' 
Senate, by granting commissions which shall expire 
at the end of their next session. 
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Sec. 3. He shall, from time to time, give to the 
Congress information of the state of the Union, and 
recommend to their consideration such measures as 
he shall judge necessary and expedient; he maj^, 
on extraordinary occasions, convene both Houses, 
or either of them, and in case of disagreement be- 
tween them with respect to the time of adjournment 
he may adjourn them to such time as he shall think 
proper; he shall receive ambassadors and other 
public ministers; he shall take care that the laws 
be faithfully executed, and shall commission all the 
oflBcers of the United States. 

Sec. 4. The President, Vice-President, and all 
civil officers of the United States, shall be removed 
from office on impeachment for, and conviction of, 
treason, bribery, or other high crimes and misde- 
meanors. 

ARTICLE III. 

Section" 1. The judicial power of the United 
States shall be vested in one Supreme Court, and in 
such inferior courts as the Congress may from time 
to time ordain and establish. The judges, both of 
the Supreme and inferior courts, shall hold their 
offices during good behavior, and shall, at stated 
times, receive for their services a compensation

which shall not be diminished during their continu- 
ance in office. 

Sec. 2. The judicial power shall extend to all 
cases in law and equity arising under this Consti- 
tution, the laws of the United States, and treaties 
made, or which shall be made, under theii^ authority ; 
to all cases affecting ambassadors, other public 
ministers, and consuls; to all cases of admiralty 
and maritime jurisdiction ; to controversies to which 
the United States shall be a party ; to controversies 
between two or more States ; between a State and 
citizens of another State ; between citizens of dif- 
ferent States; between citizens of the same State 
claiming lands under grants of different States, and 
between a State, or the citizens thereof, and foreign 
States, citizens, or subjects. 

In all cases affecting ambassadors, other public 
ministers, and consuls, and those in which a State 
shall be party, the Supreme Court shall have orig- 
inal jurisdiction. In all the other cases before men- 
tioned, the Supreme Court shall have appellate 
jurisdiction, both as to law and fact, with such ex- 
ceptions and under such regulations as the Congress 
shall make. 

The trial of all crimes, except in cases of impeach- 
ment, shall be by j ury ; and such trial shall be held 
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in the State where the said crimes shall have been 
committed; but when not committed within any 
State, the trial shall be at such place or places as 
the Congress may by law have directed. 

Sec. 3. Treason against the United States shall 
consist only in levying war against them, or in ad- 
hering to their enemies, giving them aid and comfort. 

No person shall be convicted of treason unless on 
the testimony of two witnesses to the same overt 
act, or on confession in open court. 

The Congress shall have power to declare the 
punishment of treason, but no attainder of tn^ason 
shall work corruption of blood, or forfeiture, except 
during the life of the person attainted. 

article IV. 

Section 1. Full faith and credit shall be given 
in each State to the public act.s, records, and j udicial 
proceedings of every other State ; and the Con^freHH 
may by general laws prescril^K; the manner in wlijrrh 
such acts, records, and pr'^Kreeding?* shall }m'. proved^ 
and the effect thereof. 

Sec. 2- The citizens of *ra^:h Htate -Jjal) Vt 'en- 
titled to all privilege^ and irnrrjani^ie-, of r^.;7>;;,- ';ri 
the several States. 

A persim charge! lu ar.v .S*a*^r y/n. *f''^-/.; 5',^'. y 
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or other crime, who shall flee from justice, and be 
found in another State, shall, on demand of the ex- 
ecutive authority of the State from which he fled be 
delivered up to be removed to the State having juris- 
diction of the crime. 

No person held to service or labor in one State, 
under the laws thereof, escaping into another, shall, 
in consequence of any law or regulation therein, be 
discharged from such service or labor, but shall be 
delivered up on claim of the party to whom such 
service or labor may be due. 

Sec. 3. New States may be admitted by the Con- 
gress into this Union; but no new State shall be 
formed or erected within the jurisdiction of any 
other State ; nor any State be formed by the junction 
of two or more States, or parts of States, without the 
consent of the Legislatures of the States concerned, 
as well as of the Congress. 

The Congress shall have power to dispose of and 
make all needful rules and regulations respecting 
the territory or other property belonging to the 
United States ; and nothing in this Constitution shall 
be so construed as to prejudice any claims of thef 
United States, or of any particular State. 

Sec. 4. The United States shall guarantee to 
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every State in this Union a republican fonn of gov- 
ernment, and shall protect each of them against in- 
vasion, and on application of the Legislature, or of 
the executive (when the Legislature cannot be con- 
vened) against domestic violence. 

ARTICLE V. 

The Congress, whenever two-thirds of both houses 
shall deem it necessary, shall propose amendments 
to this Constitution, or, on the application of the 
Legislatures of two-thirds of the several States, shall 
call a convention for proposing amendments, which, 
in either case, shall be valid to all intents and pur- 
poses, as part of this Constitution, when ratified by 
the Legislatures of three-fourths of the several 
States, or by conventions in three-fourths thereof, as 
the one or the other mode of ratification may be 
proposed by the Congress ; provided that no amend- 
ment which may be made prior to the year one 
thousand eight hundred and eight shall in any man- 
ner aflect the first and fourth clauses in the ninth 
section of the first article ; and that no State, with- 
out its consent, shall be deprived of its equal suf- 
frage in the Senate. 

AETICLE VI. 

All debts contracted, and engagemcmts ent^jred 
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into before the adoption of this Constitution, shall 
be as valid against the United States under this 
Constitution as under the confederation. 

This Constitution, and the laws of the United 
States which shall be made in pursuance thereof; 
and all treaties made, or which shall be made, un- 
der the authority of the United States, shall be the 
supreme law of the land; and the judges in every 
State shall be bound thereby, anything in the Con- 
stitution or laws of any State to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

The senators and representatives before men- 
tioned, and the members of the several State Legis- 
latures, and all executive and judicial officers, both 
of the United States and of the several States, shall 
be bound by oath or affirmation to support this Con- 
stitution ; but no religious test shall ever be required 
as a qualification to any office or public trust under 
the United States. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The ratification of the conventions of nine States 
shall be sufficient for the establishment of this 
Constitution between the States so ratifying the 
same. 
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Done in convention, by the unanimous consent of 
the States present, the seventeenth day of Septem- 
ber, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven 
hundred and eighty-seven, and of the independence 
of the United States of America the twelfth.

IN ADDITION TO AND AMENDMENT OF THE 

CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Proposed by Congress, and Ratified by the Legislatubes 

OF the Several States, Pursuant to the Fifth 

Article of the Original Constitution. 

ARTICLE. I. 

Congress shall make no law respecting an es- 
tablishment of religion, or prohibiting the free ex- 
ercise thereof ; or abridging the freedom of speech, 
or of the press ; or of the right of the people peacea- 
bly to assemble, and to petition the government for 
a redress of grievances. 

ARTICLE II. 

A well regulated militia being necessary to the 
security of a free State, the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms shall not be infringed. 

ARTICLE III. 

No soldier shall in time of peace, be quartered 
in any house without the consent of the owner, nor 
in time of war but in a manner to be prescribed by 
law. 
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ARTICLE rV. 

The right of the people to be secure in their per- 
sons, houses, papers, and effects, against unreasona- 
ble searches and seizures, shall not be violated, and 
no warrants shall issue, but upon probable cause, 
supported by oath or affirmation, and particuhirl y 
describing the place to be searched, and the i>ersons 
or tilings to be seized. 

ARTICLE V. 

No person shall be held to answer for a cai)ital or 
otherwise infamous crime, unless on a presentment 
or indictment of a grand jury, excei)t in cases aris- 
ing in the land or naval forces, or in the militia wlien 
in actual service in time of war or public danger; 
nor shall any person be subject for the same offense 
to be twice put in jeopardy of life or limb ; nor shall 
be compelled in any criminal case to be a witness 
against himself, nor be deprived of life, liberty, or 
property, without due process of law; nor shall 
private property be taken for public use without 
just compensation. 

ARTICLE VI. 

In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall en- 
joy the right to a speedy and public trial, by 
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impartial j ury of the State and district wherein the 
crime shall have been committed, which district 
shall have been previously ascertained by law, and 
to be informed of the nature and cause of the accusa- 
tion ; to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him; to have compulsory process for obtaining 
witnesses in his favor, and to have the assistance 
of counsel for his defense. 

ARTICLE VII. 

In suits at common law, where the value in con- 
troversy shall exceed twenty dollars, the right of 
trial by jury shall be preserved, and no fact tried by 
a jury shall be otherwise reexamined in any court 
of the United States than according to the rules of 
the common law. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive 
fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishments 
inflicted. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The enumeration in the Constiution, of certain 
rights, shall not be construed to deny or disparage 
others retained, by the people. 
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ARTICLE X. 

The powers not delegated to the United States by 
the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, 
are reserved to the States respectively, or to the 
people. 

Note— The first ten amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States were proposed to the legislatures of the several 
States by the First Congress, on the 25th ot September, 1789. 

ARTICLE XI. 

The judicial power of the United States shall 
not be construed to extend to any suit in law or 
equity commenced or prosecuted against one of 
the United States by citizens of another State, or 
by citizens or subjects of any foreign State. 

Note— The eleventh amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States was proposed to the legislatures of the several 
states by the Third Congress, on the 5th of September, 1794; and 
was declared in a message from the President to Congress dated 
the 8th of January, 1798, to have been ratified by the legislatures 
of three-fourths of the States. 

ARTICLE XII. 

The electors shall meet in their respective States, 
and vote by ballot for President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, one of whom, at least, shall not be an inhabi- 
tant of the same State with themselves ; they shall 
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name in their ballots the persons voted for as Presi- 
dent, and in distinct ballots the person voted for as 
Vice-President, and they shall make distinct lists 
of all persons voted for as President, and of all per- 
sons voted for as Vice President, and of the number 
of votes for each, which lists they shall sign and certi- 
fy, and transmit sealed to the seat of the government 
of the United States, directed to the president of the 
Senate ; — The president of the Senate shall, in pres- 
ence of the Senate and House of Representatives, 
open all the certificates, and the votes shall then be 
counted ; — The person having the greatest number 
of votes for President, shall be the President, if 
such number be a majority of the whole number 
of electors appointed; and if no person have such 
majority, then from the persons having the highest 
numbers not exceeding three on the list of those 
voted for as President, the House of Representatives 
shall choose immediately, by ballot, the President. 
But in choosing the President, the votes shall be 
taken by States, the representation from each State 
having one vote ; a quorum for this purpose shall 
consist of a member or members from two-thirds of 
the States and a majority of all the States shall be 
necessary to a choice. And if the House of Repre- 
sentatives shall not choose a President, whenever the 
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right of choice shall devolve upon them, before the 
fourth day of Inarch next following, then tlie Vice- 
President shall act as President, as in the case of 
the death or other constitutional disability of tlie 
President The person having the greatest num- 
ber of votes as Vice-President, shall be the Vict^ 
President, if such number be a majority of the 
whole number of electors appointed; and if no 
person have a majority, then from the two high(»st 
numbers on the list the Senate shall choose the 
Vice-President; a quorum for the i)uii)()S(^ shall 
consist of two-thirds of the wholes nunilxM* of s(»ii- 
ators, and a majority of the wholo miinbcr hhall 
be necessary to a choice. But no i)erH()ii coiiHlilu- 
tionally ineligible to the office of Presidtiut shall lu» 
elegible to that of Vice-President of tlui UiiitiHl 
States. 

Note — ^The twelfth amendment to th(! ('onHtitiiiioii of tlio liniUMl 
States was proposed to the IfgiHhitun'H of <ho wvcnil SliilrH h.y 
the Eighth Congress, on the 12th of DcKri'inhcr, IHO.'J, in linn of (he 
original third paragraph of the firHt H(>(;iion of the necoiul iirticlo; 
and was declared in a proclamation of the Hooret *' "*'utt» 

dated the 25th of September, 1804, to hiivo been 
legislatures of three-fourths of the Stiiti'H. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

Section 1. Neither slaver*- 
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tude, except as a punishment for crime whereof the 
party shall have been duly convicted, shall exist 
within the United States, or any place subject to 
their j urisdiction. 

Sec. 2. Congress shall have power to enforce this 
Article by appropriate legislation. 

Note— The Thirteenth amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States was proposed to the legislatures of the sevei*al 
States by the Thirty-eighth Congi*ess, on the 1st of February, 
1865, and was declared in a proclamatiom of the Secretary of 
State, dated the 18th of December, 1865, to have been ratified 
by the legislatures of twenty-seven of the thirty-six States. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

Section 1. All persons born or naturalized in the 
United States and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, 
are citizens of the United States and of the State 
wherein they reside. No State shall make or en- 
force any law which shall abridge the privileges or 
immunities of citizens of the United States; nor 
shall any State deprive any person of life, liberty, 
or property, without due process of law ; nor deny to 
any person within its jurisdiction the equal protec- 
tion of the laws. 

Sec 2. Representatives shall be appointed among 
the several States according to their respective num- 
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bers, counting the whole number of persons in each 
State, excluding Indians not taxed. But when the 
right to vote at any election for the choice of elect- 
ors for President and Yice-President of the United 
States, representatives in Congress, the executive 
and judicial officers of a State, or the members of 
the legislature thereof, is denied to any of the 
male inhabitants of such State, being twenty-one 
years of a^e and a citizen of the United States, or in 
any way abridged, except for participation in rebel- 
lion or other crime, the basis of representation there- 
in shall be reduced in the proportion which the 
number of such male citizens shall bear to the 
whole number of male citizens twenty-one years 
of age in said State. 

Sec. 3. No person shall be a Senator or Repre- 
sentative in Congress, or Elector, or President, or 
Vice-President, or hold any office, civil or military, 
under the United States, or under any State, who 
having previously taken an oath as a member of 
Congress, or as an officer of the United States, or as 
a member of any State Legislature, or as an execu- 
tive or judicial officer of any State, to support the 
Constitution of the United States, shall have en- 
gaged in insurrection or rebellion against the same, 
or given aid or comfort to the enemies thereof 
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Congress may, by a vote of two-thirds of each House, 
remove such disability. 

Sec. 4. The validity of the public debt of the 
United States, authorized by law, including debts 
incurred for payment of pensions and bounties, for 
services in suppressing insurrection or rebellion, 
shall not be questioned; but neither the United 
States nor any State shall assume or pay any debt 
or obligation incurred in aid of insurrection or re- 
bellion against the United States, or any claim for 
the loss or emancipation of any slave. But all 
such debts, obligations, and claims, shall be held 
illegal and void. 

Sec. 5. The Congress shall have power to en- 
force, by appropriate legislation, the provisions of 
this Article. 

Note— The fourteenth amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States was proposed to the legislatures of the several 
States by the Thirty-Ninth Congress, on the 16th of June, 1866, 
and on the 28th of July, 1868, was declared by proclamation of 
the Secretary of State to have been ratified by thirty of the thirty- 
six States. 

ARTICLE XV. 

Section 1. The right of the citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied or abridged by 
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the United States, or by any State, on account of 
race, color, or previons condition of servitude. 

Sec. 2. The Congress shall have power to en- 
force thia Article by appropriate legislation. 

Note— The fifteenth amendmeat to the Conetitutiou of tbe 
United States was proposed to the legislaturee of the eeveral 
States by the Fortieth Congress, on the 27th of February, 1869, 
and was declared, in a proclamation of the Secretary of State, 
dated Mar^h SOth, ItiTO, to have been ratified by the legislatures 
of twenty-nine of the thirty-seven States. 
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STATE GOVERNMENT OP MISSOURI. 

CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE OF MISSOURI. 

1. What is learned from the preamble to the Con- 
stitution of the State of Missouri? 

From the preamble we learn for what purposes, and 
by whom the constitution of the State of Missouri was 
established. 

2. What is the preamble? 

We, the people of Missouri, with profound reverence 
for the Supreme Ruler of the Universe, and grateful for 
His goodness, do, for the better government of the State, 
establish this constitution. 



ARTICLE I. 

Boundaries. 

3u What does Article I. of the constitution of the 
State of Missouri provide? 

Article I. of the constitution provides th(^ boundaries 
and jurisdiction of the State of Missouri. 
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4. What is said of the boundaries of the State of 
Missouri? 

The boundaries of the State as heretofore established 
by law, are hereby ratified and confirmed. 

5. Where shall the State have concurrent jurisdiction? 

The State shall have concurrent jurisdiction on the 
river, Mississippi, and every other river bordering on the 
State, so far as the said rivers shall form a common 
boundary to this .State and any other State or States: 
and the river Mississippi and the navigable rivers and 
waters leading to the same shall be common highways, 
and forever free to the citizens of this State and of the 
United States, without any tax, duty, import or toll 
therefore imposed by this State. 

: , ARTICLE II. 

Bill of Rights. 

(). What is provided in Article II? 
Article II. provided a bill of rights. 

7. For what purpose was the bill of rights passed? 

In order to assert our rights, acknowledge our duties, 
and proclaim the principles on which our government 
is founded. 
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8. What is the origin of all political power? 

All political power is vested in and derived from the 
people. 

9. Where does all government of right originate? 

All government of right originates from 'the people, 
is founded upon their will only, and is instituted solely 
for the good of the whole. 

10. What right of internal affairs have the people? 

The people of this State have the inherent, sole and 
exclusive right to regulate the internal government and 
police thereof. 

11. What right have the people in regard to their con- 
stitution? 

They have the right to alter and abolish their con- 
stitution and form of government whenever they deem 
it necessary to their safety and happiness. 

12. What restriction is placed upon this change? 

Provided such change be not repugnant to the con- 
stitution of the United States. 
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13. May the right of local self government be im- 
paired? 

Missouri is a free and indpendent State, subject only 
to the constitution of the United States. 

14. Is the Legislature authorized to adopt any 
change of the Constitution of the United States which 
may impair the right of local self government? 

As the preservation of the States and the maintenance 
of their governments are necessary to an indestructible 
Union, and were intended to co-exist with it, the Legis- 
lature is not authorized to adopt, nor will the people of 
this State ever assent to any amendment or change of the 
constitution of the United States which may in any wise 
impair the right of local self government belonging to 
the people of this State. 

15. What is the purpose of constitutional govern- 
ment? 

All constitutional government is intended to promote 
the general welfare of the people. 

16. How is this end attained? 

All persons have a natural right to life, liberty, and 
the enjoyment of the gains of their own industry : to give 
security to these things is the principal office of govern- 
ment, and when government does not confer this se- 
curity it fails of its chief design. 
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17. What religious freedom does the constitution 
assure? 

All men have a natural and indefeasible right to wor- 
ship Almighty God according to the dictates of their own 
conscience. 



18. Shall religious behef. ever affect citizenship? 

No person can, on account of his religious opinions, 
be rendered ineligible to any office of trust or profit under 
this State, nor be disqualified from testifying or from 
serving as a juror. 



19. Shall any authority control or interfere with 
rights of conscience? 

No human authority can control or interfere with the 
rights of conscience and no person ought, by any law 
to be molested in his person or estate on account of his 
religious persuasion or profession: but the liberty of 
conscience hereby secured shall not be so construed as 
to excuse any acts of licentiousness, nor to justify prac- 
tices inconsistent with the good order, peace or safety 
of this State, or with the rights of others.

20. Shall any person be compelled to support any 
form of religion? 

No person can be compelled to erect, support or attend 
any place or system of worship, or to maintain or sup- 
port any priest, minister, preacher or teacher of any sect, 
church, creed of denomination of religion: but if any 
person shall voluntarily make a contract for any such 
object, he shall be held^ to the performance of the same. 

21. Shall the State aid any religion? 

No money shall ever be taken from the public treasury, 
directly of indirectly, in aid of any church, sect or de- 
nomination of religion or in aid of any priest, preacher, 
minister or teacher thereof, as such. 

22. Shall any religious preference be given? 

No preference shall be given to nor any discrimination 
made against any church, sect or creed of religion, or any 
form of religious faith or worship. 

23. Shall any religious corporation be established in 
this State? 

No religious corporation can be established in this 
State, except such as may be created under a general law 
for the purpose only of holding the title to such real 
estate as may be prescribed by law for church edifices, 
parsonages and cemetaries. 
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24. How must all elections be conducted? 

All elections shall be free and open: and no power, 
civil or military, shall at any time interfere to prevent 
the free exercise of the right of suffrage. 

25. How shall the Courts of Justice be conducted? 

The Courts of Justice shall be open to every pei*son, 
and certain remedy afforded for every injury to person, 
property or character, and that right and justice should 
be administered without sale, denial or delay. 

26. What freedom from search shall be secured to 
the people? 

The people shall be secure in their persons, papers, 
homes and effects, from unreasonable searches and sei- 
zures, and no warrant to search any place, or seize any 
person or thing shall issue without describing the place 
to be searched, or the person or thing to be seized, as 
nearly as may be : nor without probable cause supported 
by oath or affirmation reduced to writing. 

. 27. How shall felonies be prosecuted? 

No person shall, for felony, be proceeded against crimi- 
nally otherwise than by indictment, except in cases 
arising in the land or naval forces, or in the militia when 
in actual service in time of war or public danger. 
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28. How shall all other cases be prosecuted? 

In all other cases offenses shall be prosecuted crimi- 
nally by indictment or information as concurrent 
remedies. 

29. What is treason against this State? 

Treason against the State can consist only in levying 
war against'it, or in adhering to its enemies, giving them 
aid and comfort. 

30. When only shall a person be convicted of treason? 

No person can be convicted of treason, unless on the 
testimony of two witnesses to the same overt act, or on 
his confession in open court. 

31. Shall an}'- person be attainted of treason or 
felony? 

No person can be attainted of treason or felony by the 
General Assembly. 

32. Shall any conviction work corruption of blood 
or forfeiture of estate? 

No conviction can work corruption of blood or for- 
feiture of estate. 
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33. How shall estates of suicides descend? 

The estates of such persons as may destroy their own 
lives shall descend or vest as in cases of natural d(»ath : 
and when any person shall be killed by casualty there 
shall be no forfeiture by reason thereof. 

34. What freedom of speech shall be assured to the 
people? 

No law shall be passed impairing the freedom of 
speech : every person shall be free to say, write or pub- 
lish whatever he will on any subject, being responsible 
for all abuse of that liberty: and that in all suits and 
prosecutions for libel the truth then»of may b(! giv(»n in 
evidence and the jury, under the direction of th(» Court, 
shall determine the law and fact. 

35. What does the constitution say in r(»gard to ex- 
post facto laws? 

No ex post facto law, nor law imi)airing the obligation 
of contracts, or retrospective! in its operation, or making 
any irrevocable grant of special privileges or ininiunitics, 
can be passed by the General Assfrnbly. 

36. Shall imprisonment for rlebl In* allowr-d? 

Imprisonment for debt shall not f^r- allowr-d, rxerpt for 
the non-payment 'of finr-s and penaltirs irnf>o-^d for 
violation of law. 
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37. What right to bear arms have the citizens of 
Missouri? 

The right of no citizen to keep and bear arnis in de- 
fense of his home, person and property, or in aid of the 
civil power, when thereto legally summoned, shall be 
called in question: but nothing herein contained is in- 
tended to justify the practice of wearing concealed 
weapons. 

38. Shall any person hold any office in this State 
without performing the tluties of said office? 

No person elected, or appointed to any office or em- 
ployment of trust or profit under the laws of this State, 
or any ordinance of any municipality in this State, 
shall hold such office without personally devoting his 
time to the performance of the duties to the same 
belonging. 

39. What restrictions are placed upon collectors? 

No i)erson who is now or may hereafter become a col- 
lector or receiver of public money, or assistant or deputy 
of such collector or receiver, shall be eligible to any office 
of trust or profit in the State of Missouri under the laws 
thereof, or of any nmnicipality therein, until he shall have 
accounted for and paid over all public money for which 
he may be accountable. 
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40. Shall private property be taken for private use? 

No private property can be taken for private use with 
or without compensation, unless by consent of the owner, 
except for private ways of necessity, and except for 
drains and ditches across the lands of others for agri- 
cultural and sanitary purposes in such manner as may be 
prescribed by law. 

41. How shall the question of public use be settled? 

Whenever an attempt is made to take private property 
for a use alleged to be public, the question whether the 
contemplated use be really public, shall be a judicial 
question, and as such judicially determined, without 
regard to any legislative assertion that the use is public. 

42. Shall private property be taken for public use 
without just compensation? 

Private property shall not be taken or daniagcnl for 
public use without just compensation. 

43. How shall such compensation be ascertaiiied? 

Such compensation shall be ascertained by 
board of commissioners of not Icjss than 
holders, in such manner as may l>e prescribed 
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44. Shall the property be disturbed until this is paid? 
Until the same shall be paid to the owner, or into 

court for the owner, the property shall not be disturbed 
or the proprietary rights of the owner therein divested. 

45. How shall land taken for railroad tracks remain? 

The fee of land taken for railroad tracks without con- 
sent of the owner thereof shall remain in such owner sub- 
ject to the use for which it is taken. 

46. What rights have accused persons in criminal 
prosecutions? 

In criminal prosecutions the accused shall have the 
right to appear and defend, in person and by counsel: 
to demand the nature and cause of the accusation: to 
meet the witnesses against him face to face: to have 
process to compel the attendance of witnesses in his he- 
half : and a speedy public trial by 'an impartial jury of 
the county. 

47. Shall an accused person be compelled to testify 
against himself? 

No person shall be compelled to testify against him- 
self in a criminal cause. 
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48. Shall any person be twice put in jeopardy for the 
same offense? 

No person shall^ after being once 'acquitted by a jury, 

be again for the same offense, put in jeopardy of life or 
liberty. 

49. What proceedings follow if the jury fail to render 
a verdict? 

m 

If the jury to which the question of his guilt or inno- 
cence is submitted fail to render a verdict, the court 
before which the trial is had, may, in its discretion, dis- 
charge the jury and commit or bail the prisoner for trial 
at the next term of court, or, if the state of business will 
permit, at the same term : and if judgment be arrested 
after a verdict of guilty on a defective indictment, or if 
judgment on a verdict of guilty be reversed for error in 
law, nothing herein contained shall prevent a new trial 
of the prisoner on a proper indictment, or according to 
correct principles of law. 

50. When shall bail be allowed? 

All persons shall be bailable by sufficient sureties, f ex- 
cept for capital offenses, when the proof is evident or 
the presumption great. 
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51. Shall excessive bail be required? 

Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines 
imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishment inflicted. 

52. What right of habeas corpus have the people? 

The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall never 
be suspended. 

53. The military shall be subordinate to whom? 

The military shall always be in strict subordination to 
the civil power. 

54. Shall any soldier be quartered in any house with- 
out the consent of the owner? 

No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any 
house without the consent of the owner: nor in time of 
war, except in the manner prescribed by law. 

55. How shall the right of trial by jury remain? 

The right of trial by jury, as heretofore enjoyed, shall 
remain inviolate.

56. How many men constitute a jury in civil or crim- 
inal cases? 

A jury for the trial of criminal or civil cases, in courts 
not of record, may consist of less than twelve men, as 
may be prescribed by law. 
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57. A grand jur\' shall consist of how many men? 

A grand jury shall consist of twelve men, any nine of 
whom concurring may find an indictment or true bill. 

58. WTiat right to assemble have the people? 

The people have the right to j)eaceably assemble for 
their common good, and to apply to those invested with 
the powers of government for redress of grivances by 
petition or remonstrance. 

59. WTien only shall any person be deprived of life, 
liberty or property? 

No person shall be deprived of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law. 

60. WTien only may involuntary' ser\'itude exist? 

There cannot be in this State either slaver\' or in- 
voluntary servitude, except as a punishment for crime 
whereof the party shall have been duly convicted. 

61. Shall the rights declared in this constitution im- 
pair any other rights retain(?d by the people? 

The enumeration in this coDstttution of e^tiun rights 
shall not be construed to d^iy, imi others 

retained by the people.

The powers of government shall be divided into three 
distinct departments.

()5. Each department shall be confided to whom? 

^^]ach department shall be confided to a separate magis- 
tracy, and no person, or collection of persons, charged 
with the exercise of powers properly belonging to one of 
those departments, shall exercise any power properly 
belonging to either of the others, except in the instances 
in this Constitution expressly directed or permitted.

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71. What shall be the ratio of representation? 

The ratio of representation shall be ascertained at 
each apportioning session of the General Assembly by 
dividing the whole number of inhabitants of the State, 
as ascertained by the last decennial census of the United 
States by the number of two hundred. 

72. How many representatives shall be to each 
ratio? 

Each county having one ratio or less, shall be entitled 
to one Representative: each county having two and a 
half times said ratio, shall be entitled to two Repre- 
sentatives: each county having four times said ratio, 
shall be entitled to three Representatives: each county 
having six times said ratio, shall be entitled to four 
Representatives: and so on above that number, giving 
one additional member for every two and a half addi- 
tional ratios. 

73. What counties shall be subdivided into districts? 

When any county shall be entitled to more than one 
Representative, the county court shall cause such county 
to be subdivided into districts of compact and contiguous 
territory, corresponding in number to the Represen- 
tatives to which such county is entitled, and in popu- 
lation as nearly equal as may be, in each of which the 
qualified voters shall elect one Representative, who 
shall be a resident of such district. 
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74. What provision is attached? 

Provided, that when any county shall be entitled to more 
than ten Representatives, the circuit court shall cause 
such county to be subdivided into districts, so as to give 
each district not less than two, nor more than four Rep- 
resentatives, who shall be residents of such district: 
the population of the districts to be proportioned to the 
number of Representatives to be elected therefrom. 

75. What shall be the qualifications of a member of 
the House of Representatives? 

No person shall be a member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives who shall not have attained the age of twenty- 
four years, who shall not be a male citizen of the United 
States, who shall not have been a qualified voter of 
this State two years, and an inhabitant of the county or 
district which he may be chosen to represent, one year 
next before the day of his election, if such county or dis- 
trict shall have been so long established, but if not, then 
of the county or district from which the same shall have 
been taken, and who shall have not paid a state and 
county tax within one year next preceding the election. 

76. Of what shall the Senate consist? 

The Senate shall consist of thirty- four members, to be 
chosen by the qualified voters of their respective dis- 
tricts. 
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77. How long shall be their term of office? 
Four years. 



78. How shall the State be divided for the election of 
Senators? 

For the election of Senators, the State shall be divided 
into convenient districts, as nearly equal in population 
as may be, the same to be ascertained by the last de- 
cennial census taken by the United States. 



79. What arc the qualifications of a Senator? 

No person shall be a Senator who shall not have at- 
tained the age of thirty years, who shall not be a male 
citizen of the United States, who shall not have been a 
qualified voter of this State three years, and an inhabi- 
tant of the district which he may be chosen to represent, 
one year next before the day of his election, if such dis- 
trict shall have been so long established : but if not, then 
of the district or districts from which the same shall have 
been taken, and who shall not have paid a state and 
county tax within one year next preceding the election. 
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80. What shall be done when a county is entitled to 
more than one Senator? 

When any county shall be entitled to more than one Sen- 
ator, the circuit court shall cause such county to be sul>: 
divided into districts of compact and contiguous territory, 
and of population as nearly equal as may be, corres- 
ponding in number with the Senators to which such 
county may be entitled : and in each of these one Senator 
who shall be resident of such district, shall be elected 
by the qualified voters thereof. 



81. How shall Senators and Representatives, be 
chosen? 

Senators and Representatives shall be chosen accord- 
ing to the rule of apportionment established in this con- 
stitution, until the next decennial census by the United 
States shall have been taken, and the result thereof as 
to this State ascertained, when the apportionment shall 
be revised and adjusted on the basis of that census, and 
every ten years thereafter upon the basis of the United 
States census. 
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82. What shall be done in case such United States 
census is not taken? 

If such census be not taken, or is delayed, then the ap- 
portionment shall be revised and adjusted on the basis 
of a State census; such apportionment to be made at 
the first session of the General Assembly after each such 
census. 



83. What provision is made? 

Provided, That if at any time, or from any cause, the 
General Assembly shall fail or refuse to district the State 
for Senators, as required in this section, it shall be the 
duty of the Governor, Secretary of State, and Attorney 
General, within thirty days after the adjournment of the 
General Assembly on which such duty devolved, to per- 
form said duty and to file in the office of the Secretary 
of State a full statement of the districts formed by them, 
including the names of the counties embraced in each 
district, and the numbers thereof : said statement to be 
signed by them, and attested by the Great Seal of the 
State, and upon the proclamation of the Governor, the 
same shall be as binding and effectual as if done by the 
General Assembly. 
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' 84. How may Senatorial and Representative districts 
be altered? 

Senatorial and Representative districts may be altered 
from time to time, as public convenience may require*. 
When any Senatorial District shall be composed of two 
or more counties, they shall be contiguous: such dis- 
tricts to be compact as may be, and in the formation of 
the same no. county shall be divided. 

85. When and by whom was Missouri districted? 

The State Senatorial Districts were districtcMl by the 
Governor, Secretary of State and Attorney General in 
1881, as required by the Constitution, Section 7, Article 
IV. 

STATE GOVKRNMIONT. 

What is a State? 

A State is a political organization of |)(»ople possessing 
sovereign power, except whcTe the pow(»r is delegated to 
the United States. 

What powers does each State* retain? 

Each State retains its sovereignty, fn^eclom and indr- 
pendence, and ever\' power, jurisdiction and right, which 
is not expressly delegate<l to the L'nited States.

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What are the boundaries of the State of Missouri? 

Beginning in the middle of the Mississippi River, on 
the parallel of thirty-six degrees of north latitude : thence 
west, and along that parallel of latitude, to the St. Fran- 
cois river: thence up, and following the course' of that 
river in the middle of the main channel thereof, to the 
parallel of 'latitude of thirty-six degrees and thirty min- 
utes: thence west, along the same, to a point where the 
said parallel is intersected by a meridian line passing 
through the middle of the mouth of the Kansas river, 
where the same empties into the Missouri river : thence, 
from the point aforesaid, north, along tlie said meridian 
line, to the intersection of the parallel of latitude which 
passes through the rapids of the River Des Moines, mak- 
ing the said line to correspond with the Indian boundary 
line: thence east, from the point of intersection last 
aforesaid, along the said parallel of latitude, to the mid- 
dle of the channel of the main fork of the said River Des 
Moines: thence, down and along the middle of the main 
channel of the said River Des Moines, to the mouth of 
the same, where it empties into the Mississippi river: 
thence, due cast to the middle of the main channel of the 
Mississippi river : thence, down and following the course 
of the Mississippi river, in the middle of the main channel 
thereof, to the place of beginning. 
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In what year was Missouri admitted to the Union? 

The State of Missouri was admitted to the Union in 
1821. 

How is the State of Missouri divided for State pur- 
poses? 

Into senatorial districts, representative districts, judi- 
cial circuits, counties, townships, and school districts. 

Are there political divisions for other than State pur- 
poses? 

The State is divided into United States congressional 
districts, United States judicial districts, and is a part of 
an United States circuit. 

In what United States judicial circuit is Missouri? 
In the eighth. 

Is there any other United States court in Missouri 
except the United Stat(\s Circuit Court and the United 
Sta;les District Court? 

The United States Circuit Court of Appeals hold« odp 
term annually on the first Monday in D(?c(»!nl>(;r at 
City of St. Louis, to which appeals of any cas(»s within 
jurisdiction from any of the Unitf*d States Circuit Cou 
in the eighth circuit may lx.» taken. 
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STATE OFFICERS. 

Who is the chief executive officer of the State? 
The Governor. 

Who are the principal executive officei*s of the State? 

A Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary of State, State 
Treasurer, State Auditor, State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction, Attorney-General, Adjutant-General and 
State Superintendent of Insurance. 



STATE BOARDS. 

What is a State board? 

A State board is a body corporate with power to sue 
and be sued, complain and defend in all courts, to make 
and use a conmion seal and alter the same at pleasure. 

What is the State board of agriculture? 

The State board of agriculture is the body which shall 
have supervision of all the legalized departments and in- 
stitutions of the State which are for the advancement of 
agriculture. 
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Who are ex officio members of this board? 

The governor, dean of the agricultural college and 
State superintendent of public schools shall be ex officio 
members of the state board of agriculture. 

Who compose this board? 

In addition to the ex officio members, the governor aj)- 
points one member from each congressional district. 

What power is delegated to the board of agiiculture? 

The board shall have power to make such by-laws and 
rules and regulations as they deem l^est calculat(»d to 
promote the interests of agriculture, and as shall not Ix? 
inconsistent with the constitution or laws of Missouri 
and the United States. 

What meeting shall be h(»ld annually? 

Annual meetings for the (deletion of officers, r(»ception 
of reports of secretary, tn^asurer, conunittees, and the 
transaction of routine busiiu^ss, sliall 1k» hM at the office 
of the board of agriculture*, on th(» third Tuesday of De- 
cember of each year. 

What other meetings may Ix* lu'ld? 

• Other mci^tings of tin* Ixjard may Ix* lield as shall Ixi 
deemed necessary, on the call of the Pr(*sid<*nt of the 
board. 
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What are the duties of the board of agriculture? 

1. It shall be a board of examiners of the state agri- 
cultural and niechanical college and experiment station. 

2. It shall have charge of the veterinary service of 
the State, and the appointment of the State veterinarian. 

3. It shall be the duty of the board, through its sec- 
retary, to gather crop and stock statistics, meteoro- 
logical data and information as to the best and most 
profitable means of farming, stock raising, fruit growing, 
etc., and publish the same in bulletins as fi-equently as 
may be deemed expedient. 

4. To hold farmers' institutes in different parts of the 
State for the purpose of giving instruction in agriculture. 

5. To make an annual report to the general assembly 
of the state. 

What compensation shall members of the board re- 
ceive? 

The members of the board shall serve without pay, 
excepting that necessary expenses incurred in attending 
' meetings of the board be allowed. 
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Of whom shall the State horticultural society be com- 
posed? 

The Missouri State Horticultural Society shall be com- 
posed of such persons as take an interest in the advance- 
ment of horticulture in this State, who shall apply for 
membership and pay into the society treasury the sum 
of one dollar per year, or ten dollars for a life member- 
ship. 

What power has this society? 
The same as state boards. 

How is the business of this society conducted? 

The business of the society, so far as it relates to trans- 
actions with the State, shall be conducted by an execu- 
tive board to be composed of the president, vice-presi- 
dent, second vice-president, secretary and treasurer. 

How shall all other business be conducted? 

All other business is to be conducted as the l)y-laws 
may direct. 

When and how shall this executive board be elected? 

They shall be elected by ballot at an annual meeting 
of the society. 
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Who shall be a member ex officio? 

The governor of the state shall be ex officio a member 
of the board. 

What compensation do officers of this society receive? 

The Secretary of the society shall receive a salary of 
eight hundred dollars per annum, as full compensation 
for his services: all other officers shall serve without 
compensation, except that they may receive their actual 
expenses in attending meetings of the board. 



STATE POULTRY ASSOCIATION. 

Who shall compose the Missouri State Poultry Asso- 
ciation? 

The Missouri State Poultry Association shall be com- 
posed of such persons as take an interest in the advance- 
ment of the poultry interests in this State, who shall ap- 
ply for membership and pay into the society treasury 
the sum of one dollar per year, or ten dollars for a life 
membership. 

Who shall be a member ex officio? 

The governor of the State shall be ex officio a member 
of the board. 
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How is the business conducted? 

The business of the association, so far as it relates to 
transactions with the State, shall be conducted by an 
executive board, to be composed of the president, vice- 
president, second vice-president, secretary and treasurer. 

How shall all other business of this association be 
transacted? 

All other business of the association is to be conducted 
as its by-laws may direct. 

How shall said board be elected? 

Said board shall be elected by ballot at an annual 
meeting of the association. 



BOARD OF EXAMINERS OF BARBERS. 

Who shall compose the board of examiners of barbers? 

This board shall consist of three persons, appointed by 
the governor: one member from such persons as may 
be recommended by the Missouri State Barbers Protect- 
ive Association; one member from such persons as may 
be recommended by the Boss Barbers Protective Asso- 
ciation of Missouri; and one- member from those persons 
so recommended by the Journeymen Barbers' Union. 
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How shall the eligibility of candidates for tliis posi- 
tion be determined? 

They shall be examined by the State Board of Health. 



STATE BOARD OF CHARITIES AND COR- 
RECTIONS. 

How is the State Board of Charities and Corrections 
appointed? 

The governor shall appoint, by and with the consent 
of the Senate, six persons, who, with the governor, shall 
constitute a State Board of Charities and Corrections. 

Of what members shall this board consist? 

Two of the members of this board shall be women, and 
of the remaining four not more than two shall belong to 
the same political party. 

What is the term of membership? 
Six yeai^s. 

How are the meetings held? 

The commissioner of the permanent seat of govern- 
ment shall provide for the use of said bbard, suitable 
furnished rooms in which regular meetings shall be held 
quarterly.

Where shall special meetings be held? 

They may be held at such times and places, within the 
State, as said board may deem necessary. 

What power shall this board have? 

Said board shall have the power, and it is hereby made 
its duty to investigate the whole system of public chari- 
ties and corrections, to examine into the condition and 
management of all prisons, jails, almshouses, reforma- 
tories, reform and industrial schools, hospitals, infirm- 
aries, dispensaries, orphanages, and all public and pri- 
vate retreats and asylums which derive their support 
wholly or in part from the State, or from any county or 
municipality within the State. 

What assistance in making investigations shall be 
given this board? 

The officers of the various institutions named herein, 
when so requested in writing, without unnecessary delay, 
shall furnish to the board such information as may be 
demanded. 
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What compensation does this board receive? 

The secretary shall receive such annual salary, not to 
exceed one thousand dollars, as the board shall agree 
upon. All other members shall receive no compensa- 
tion, but the State shall pay such necessary traveling and 
other expenses as may be incurred by the secretary and 
other members while in the performance of their duties. 



. STATE BOARD OF EMBALMERS. 

Of whom shall the State Board of Embalmers consist? 
This board shall consist of five members to be appoint- 
ed by the Governor of the State. 

What qualifications are required? 

The members of this board shall be practical embalm- 
ers, having experience in said business, and the care of 
and disposition of dead human bodies. The members 
of said board shall be residents of this State, and not 
more than three of them shall be of the same political 
party. 

What is the term of office? 

Each member of said board shall serve for a term of 
five years. 
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What arc its powers and duties? 

The State Board of Embalming shall have the power 
and it shall be its duty, first, to prescribe a standard of 
proficiency as to the qualifications and fitness of those 
engaged and who may engage in the practice of embalm- 
ing, and the care and disposition of dead human bodies 
in this state; second, to meet at least once in each year 
and oftener, as the proper and efficient discharge of its 
duties may require. 

How must notice of such meetings of this board be 
given? 

At least fifteen days* notice of the time and place 
meeting of said board shall be given by publication in 
at least three daily newspapers published in different 
towns or cities of the State. 



What is recjuired of any person desiring to practice 
embalming in this State? 

He shall make a written application to the state board 
of embalmers for a license, accompanying the same witli 
the license fee of five dollars. 
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WTiat further is required of the applicant in order to 
obtain such license? 

The applicant shall present himself before said board, 
and if the board shall find, upon due examination, that 
he is of good moral character and possessed of the 
knowledge of his subject required by law, the board shall 
issue to said applicant a license to practice said science 
of embalming, and shall register such applicant as a 
dulv licensed embalmer. 

WTiat fee is required of every registered embalmer? 

Ever\- registeretl embalmer shall annually pay ^he 
secretar\- of said boanl a fee of two dollars for renewal of 
registration. 

How sliall expenses of the board be met? 

All expenses, salary- and per diem to members of this 
board shall be paiil from fees thus received. 



FISH WMMISSIOX. 

WTiat provision is made for the proiluction and pres- 
ervaiion of fish? 

There is established a commission to be composed of 
five persons, to be stykxl the Fish Commission of Mis- 
souri. 
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Where shall they reside and what is their term of office? 

At least two of said commission shall reside north, and 
at least two south of the Missouri river, and their term 
of office shall be four years. 

Who appoints this commission? 

The members of the fish commission are appointed by 
the Governor. 

With whom are they to act? 

They are to act in conjunction with the fish commis- 
sion of the United States, in stocking the waters of this 
State. , 

What appropriation is made for the fish interests? 

For the purpose of enabling said commission to buy 
or lease a suitable location and erect a hatching house 
thereon, and furnish it with the requisite fixtures, to 
employ a suitable agent to take charge of and propagate 
such young fish and fish eggs as they may be able to ob 
tain, the sum of three thousand dollars per annum is ap 
propriated. 

What other office is connected with the fish interests? 

There is hereby created the office of game and fish 
warden of the State of Missouri. 
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Who appoints this officer and for what term? 

Said game and fish warden is appointed by the Gov- 
ernor for a term of two years. 

What are his chief duties? 

It shall be the duty of such game and fish warden to 
see that the game and fish laws are strictly enforced. 



GEOLOGY AND MINERALOGY. 

What provision has been made by this State for geo- 
logical and mining interests? 

There is hereby established a bureau of geology and 
mines for the State of Missouri. 

Under whose charge shall it be? 

It shall be under the direction and in charge of a 
board of managers which shall consist of the Governor, 
who shall be ex officio president of the board, and four 
citizens from the State at large, who shall be appointed 
by the Governor, by and with the consent of the Senate, 
and shall hold their office four years. 

Whom is this board of managers authorized to ap- 
point ? 

A state geologist. 
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What are the qualifications for this office? 

He shall be a person of competent scientific and 
practical knowlegde of the science of geology and miner- 
ology, and who is not connected with any school or 
coUese as instructor. 



What must he direct and whoni may he appoint? 

He shall be the director of the survey and may ap- 
point such assistants and laborers as may be deemed 
necessary in order to make a thorough scientific geo- 
logical and mineralogical survey of the State. 



What compensation do the managers of this bureau 
receive? 

They receive their actual expenses incurred in attend- 
ing to the business of said bureau. 

What is the salary of the state geologist? 

The board shall fix the salary of the state geologist, 
not to exceed three thousand dollars, and his chief as- 
sistant shall not receive more than one thousand eight 
hundred dollars. 
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BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Who appoints the Board of Health? 

The Governor, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate; shall appoint seven persons who shall con- 
stitute a board, which shall be styled the State Board of 
Health of Missouri. 

How long shall the members hold office? 
Four years. 

What are the qualifications required of members of 
this board? 

At least five of said board shall be physicians in good 
standing and of recognized professional and scientific 
knowledge, and graduates of a reputable medical school : 
and they shall have been residents of the State for at 
least five years next preceding their appointment. 

What is provided? 

Provided that in the appointments made there shall 
be no discrimination made against the different systems 
of medicine that are recognized as reputable by the laws 
of this State. 
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What powers and duties have this board? 

The state board of health shall have general super- 
visioti over the health and sanitary interests of the citi- 
zens of this State. It shall be their duty to recommend 
to the General Assembly of the State such laws as they 
may deem necessary to improve and advance the sani- 
tary conditions of the State; to reccommend tothe mu- 
nicipal authoirties of any city, or to the county court of 
any county, the adoption of any rules that they may 
deem wise or expedient for the protection and preserva- 
tion of the health of the citizens thereof. 



STATE BOARD OF DENTAL EXAMINERS. 

Who constitute the State Board of Dental Examiners? 
Five reputable dentists appointed by the Governor. 

What persons are eligible to membership to this po- 
sition? 

Any person who is a reputable dentist of the State of 
Missouri and who has been a resident of the state for at 
least five years, who has had not less than five years^ 
experience in his profession, is eligible for membership 
on the State board of dental examiners for the State of 
Missouri. 
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What powers have said board? 

Said board shall have full power to make any by-laws 
and necessary regulations for the proper fulfillment of 
their duties. It shall choose one of its members for 
president and one for secretary. 

How are its meetings to be held? 

It shall hold two regular meetings each year. Special 
meetings may also be held, if, in the judgment of the 
majority of the board, the necessity shall arise. 

What certificates shall be granted by this board? 

The state board of dental examiners shall issue its 
certificates to any person desiring to practice dentistry 
in this State who shall have received a diploma from 
the faculty of some reputable dental college duly author- 
ized by the laws of this State or some other of the United 
States, if the said college instructions fulfill the require- 
ments prescribed for licensed dentists in this State and 
said diploma be genuine. 

What fee for certificates shall be charged? 

Said board shall receive fee for said certificates, $2.00 
to be paid by the person offering such diploma for veri- 
fication. 
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What compensation shall be allowed this board? 

The members of said board may receive for their servi- 
ces the sum of five dollars for each day actually engaged 
in the duties of their office as examiners, and a mileage 
of three cents per mile for all distances necessarily trav- 
eled in going to and coming from the meetings. 

Is an unregistered dentist allowed to practice? 

No. It shall be unlawful for any person not a reg- 
ist red dentist to i)ractice dentistry or dental surgery in 
this State. 



BOARD OF ARBITRATION. 

To whom belongs the duty of settling disputes between 
employer and (^mploye? 

In case a disi)ute has arisen between employers and 
employes, which disi)ute may result in a strike or lock- 
out, the conmiissioner of labor statistics and inspection 
shall at once visit the place of dispute and seek to medi 
ate between the parties.

When may a board of arbitration be formed? 

If a mediation cannot be effected, the commissioner 
may at his discretion direct the formation of a board of 
arbitration, to be composed of two employers and two 
employes engaged in a similar occupation to the one in 
which the dispute exists, but who are not parties to the 
dispute, and the commissioner of labor statistics and in- 
spection, who shall be president of the board. 

What are the powers and duties of this board? 

The board shall have power to summon and examine 
witnesses, and hear the matter in dispute, and within 
three days after the investigation, render a decision 
thereon, which shall be published, a copy of which shall 
be furnished each party in dispute, and shall be final, 
unless objections are made by cither party within five 
days thereafter. 

What shall be the only effect of the investigation? 

The only effect of the investigation herein provided 
for shall* be to give the facts leading to such dispute to 
the public through an unbiased channel. 

Is any compensation allowed this board? 

The board of arbitration shall appoint a clerk at each 
session of the board, who shall receive three dollars per 
day for his services, to be paid out of the fund appropri- 
ated for the bureau of labor statistics. 
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HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

What is the object of the historical society? 

It shall be the duty of the society to collect books, 
maps and other papers and material for the study of 
history, especially of this State and of the Middle West; 
to acquire narratives and records of the pioneers, to 
procure documents, manuscripts and portraits, and to 
cause its collections to be properly bound and preserved. 



BOARD OF IMMIGRATION. 

Of what members shall the board of immigration con- 
sist? 

The board of immigration shall be composed of thn^e 
members, to be known as commissioners of iiimiigration. 

How are they appointed? 

They shall be appointed by the Governor, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, for a term of four 
years. 

What shall be the duties of these commissioners? 

It shall be their duty to use such r be i 

their disposal to properly represe? 
forded by. Missouri to persons d< 
in the West. 
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Who shall be president of this board? 

One of the commissioners shall be president of the 
board under the title of "State Superintendent of Immi- 
gration/^ 

What compensation is given this board? 

The state superintendent of immigration shall receive 
a salary of eighteen hundred dollars per annum in full 
compensation for himself and deputy. The two com- 
missioners shall only draw pay for their actual expenses 
in attending the meetings of the board. 



BUREAU OF LABOR STATISTICS. 

What is the object of the bureau of labor statistics? 

The object of this department shall be to collect, as- 
sort and systematize statistical details and information 
relating to all the departments of labor in the state, 
especially in its relations to the commercial, industrial, 
social, educational and sanitary condition of the labor- 
ing classes, and to the permanent prosperity of the pro- 
ductive industries of the State, and also to secure the 
inspection of all factories, warehouses, workshops, 
foundries, machine shops and other manufacturing 
establishments where persons male and female, are em- 
ployed throughout the State. 
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Who is the chief officer of this bureau? 

The Commissioner of Labor Statistics and Inspection, 
appointed by the Governor for a term of two years. 



What bureaus shall the commissioner establish? 

He shall organize and establish in all cities in Missouri 
containing one hundred thousand inhabitants, a free 
public employment bureau, for the purpose of receiving 
applications of persons seeking employment and appli- 
cations of persons seeking to employ labor. No fee 
shall be charged. 



STATE INSPECTORS. 
> • 

In what cities shall there be an inspector of petroleum? 

The Governor shall appoint an inspector of petroleum 
oils for each of the cities of St. Louis, Hannibal, St. 
Joseph and Kansas City, and for such other cities and 
towns as shall, by the authorities thereof, petition to 
him therefor. 

What shall be his duty? 

It shall be his duty to inspect, gauge and brand pe- 
troleum oils. 



•> J ,. -t 
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How is he compensated? 

He shall receive fees, at rates fixed by law, from the 
owner, or person for whom he shall make the inspection. 



TOBACCO. 

In what city shall there be an inspector of tobacco? 

The Governor shall appoint in the City of St. Louis an 
inspector of tobacco, for a term of two years. 

What shall be his duty? 

He shall auctioneer and cry off all inspected leaf 
tobacco, for the owner or agent, sold at the warehouse. 



GRAIN. 

Who shall appoint the chief grain inspector? 

The board of railroad and warehouse commissioners 
shall api)oint a chief inspector of grain for the State of 
Missouri. 

\Miat shall be his duty? 

lie shall have general supervision of the inspection of 
grain in this State.

A county ^/r^t L? th^- place where the county buiKlini^^^ 
as the court hoa^. jail. etc.. are locatevl: whori^ the 
most of the county bu<iness is transact<\L anil the nuvit 
important oflRcers reside. 
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Who are the chief county officers? 

The chief county officers are: three judges of the 
county court, circuit judges, probate judge, a county 
clerk, a sheriff, a county collector, a prosecuting attorney, 
a county surveyor, a coroner, treasurer, assessor, a pub- 
lic administrator, and a superintendent of public in- 
struction. 

When are county elections held? 

All regular county elections are held on the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in November. 

Who comprise the county court? 

One presiding judge and two associate judges. 

How are they elected? 

The presiding judge is elected from the county at 
large for a term of four years, and the associate judges 
from their respective districts for a term of two years. 

What is the duty of the county clerk? 

It is his duty to keep a record of the proceedings of 
the county court, to keep an account of the money re- 
ceived and money due the county; to attest processes 
and affix the official seal and to issue warrants for money 
ordered by the court to be paid. 
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What is the dutv of the sheriff? 

It is his dut}^ to suppress all unlawful assemblages, to 
make all necessary arrests ami preserve the peace; to 
give public notice of all elections, to attend the drawing 
of jurors and to summon them when cbawn. 

\\'hat officers are appointed by the sheriff? 

A chief deputy and such other deputies as he may 
deem necessary, being responsible for their act«^. 

What has the sheriff in charge? 

He has charge of the county jail and all prisoners kept 
therein. 

What authority has he? 

He is authorized to call out to his assistance any citi- 
zens in th(» county when he may deem it necessary. 

What is this called? 
Sunmioning a posse. 

How long is the term of the sheriff? 

Two years, and he cannot serve more than two terms 
in succession. 
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What are the duties of the coroner? 

It is his duty to hold inquisition with the assistance 
of a jury, over the body of any person who has died a 
violent or sudden death, or who has died in prison. 

How long is his term? 
Two years. 

What are the duties of the treasurer? 

It is his duty to receive and pay out all money belong- 
ing to the county, as prescribed by law. 

How long is his term? 

Two years, and he can serve but two terms in succes- 
sion. 

What is the duty of the county assessor? 

He assesses at a cash value, and makes a list of all the 
taxable real estate in the county once every two years 
He' makes a list of all personal property in the county 
once a year. 

By whom are the assessor's books examined? 
By the County Board of Equalization. 
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Who comjx^st' thi^ board? 

The couiity clerk, the county sun^(»yor, the judfjos of 
the county court and the county assessor. 

How often nhall thiis board m(»ct? 
Once in eyen' year. 

WhBX i^ the duty of this board? 

To equalize the yaluation and assot^niont of aU ro^l 
and persona] prof)erty within the county. 

AMiere j^hall be the office of the reconior of dixnls? 
In each county at the county seat, 

A\Tiat L< the duty of the recorder? 

To receiye and record all WTitten public docuinciitvs 
and also written instructions affecting lands or othiM* 
property. 

What is the duty of the county surv(^yor? 

He surveys any tract of land the titli^ of which in \\\ 
dispute, upon the order of any court of lUTonl. lie 
may survey for private individuals when ieiidei'fMl \\\h 
legal fees. He is also conunissioner of roads and bridges. 

What is the duty of th(» collector? 

He receives and pays to the county ireasurer nil taX' 
and licenses collected. 
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What are the duties .of the prosecuting attorney? 

He commences and prosecutes all civil and criminal 
actions in which the State or county is concerned, and de- 
fends in all suits against the State or county, and is the 
legal adviser of the county and township officers and of 
the grand jury during its sessions. 

What is the duty of the probate judge? 

He appoints guardians for minors and insane persons, 
and attends to the correct settlement of the estates left 
by deceased persons. 

What is the duty of the public administrator? 

He takes charge of estates left by strangers who die 
in the county without rel9,tives, and the estates of per- 
sons who die without known heirs. 

THE JUVENILE COURT. 

What has been enacted by the General Assembly for 
the benefit of neglected and delinquent children? 

An act establishing a Juvenile Court. 

To whom shall this act apply? 

This act shall apply only to children under the age of 
sixteen years, not now or hereafter inmates of any State 
institution, or institution incorporated under the laws 
of this State .

The jurLstUction of thL< Court, once acquired, shall con- 
tinue how long? 

Until the child ha.< attained it.s majority. 

How shall jud^*s of Juvenile Courts be designated? 

In counties having a population of 150.000 inhabitants 
or o/er, in this State, the judges of the Circuit Court 
shall, from time to time, designate one of their number 
whose dutv it shall be to hear and determine, for such 
time as said judges shall designate, all cases coming 
under this act. 

How are children brought before the Juvenile Court? 

Any reputable resident of the county having knowl- 
edge of a neglected child in the county, may file a peti- 
tion and affidavit with the clerk of the Juvenile Court. 
Upon the filing of the petition, a summons shall issue n^- 
quiring the child and the party having him in control, to 
appear at time and place set. If the child is alone a 
sheriff may take control. 

What is (lone for neglected children? 

When any child is found to be neglected, the .luvenik^ 
Court may conmiit such child to the care of some r(*pu- 
table person or association. 
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What is done for delinquent children? 

When any child under the age of sixteen years is ar- 
rested, such child shall, instead of being taken for trial 
before a justice of the peace or police magistrate, or 
judge of any other court, be taken directly before the 
Juvenile Court, and his punishment shall rest in the dis- 
cretion of this Court. 



TOWNSHIPS. 

What is a township? 

A township is a political division of a county for local 
government. 

How are townships organized? 

On the petition of one hundred legal voters the County 
Court shall cause to be submitted to the voters of the 
county the question of township organization, at any 
general election. If the majority of the legal voters of 
the county voting at the election favors the organiza- 
tion, then township officers are elected at the last Tues- 
day in March following. 

How arc townships formed and named? 

They arc formed and named by the County Court. 
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What is required of the County Court in regard to 
township adoptions or changes? 

The County Court must notify the Secretary of State. 

Who are the chief officers of a township? 
Justices of the peace and constables. 

What other township officers? 

There are : one treasurer, who is ex officio trustee, one 
collector, one clerk, who is ex officio assessor, two mem- 
bers of the board of township trustees, and one road- 
master for each road dsitrict. 

What are the powers of townships? 

When a township is organized it becomes a body cor- 
porate, with full power to sue and be sued, purchase and 
hold real estate within their own limits, make contracts, 
purchase such personal property as may be necessary to 
the exercise of their powers and functions, dispose of 
corporate propeily, and purchase and sell all such real 
estate as may be necessary to secure any debt to the 
township. 

Who constitute the township board? 

The township trustee and the two nu^mbers of the 
board elected by the voters of the township. 
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What are the powers and duties of the justices of the 
peace? 

The justices of the peace have original jurisdiction for 
all civil actions for the recovery of money when the sum 
demanded, exclusive of costs, does not exceed five hund- 
red dollars; and also for all actions for damages against 
railroads for injuring or killing stock within their town- 
ships, without regard to the amount involved ; they issue 
warrants, attachments and subpoenas, and administer 
oaths. They preserve the peace, try persons for viola- 
tion of the law, and require security of persons who at- 
tempt to break the peace, they may also determine 
whether a person accused of crime shall be held for trial 
in a higher court, and in the absence of the coroner they 
may hold inquests. 

What jurisdiction is denied them? 

A justice of the peace cannot try a case against an 
executor, nor an administrator, nor an action for slander, 
libel, malicious prosecutions or false imprisonment; nor 
can he try an action involving the title of lands or tene- 
ments. 
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What are the duties of the constable? 

He may serve warrants, writs of attachment, and 
subpoenas, and other processes, civil and criminal, and 
exercise such other authority as may be conferred on him 
by law; he shall receive and receipt for any claims that 
may be tendered him for collection, and he becomes 
financially responsible for the amount collected. 

What powers have the township board? 

The township board levies all taxes for roads, bridges 
and other township purposes, and audits the accounts 
of the officers (for their services) except the assessor, and 
passes on other demands made against the township. 

What are the duties of the township clerk? 

The township clerk has charge of the books, records 
and papers belonging to his office. He may administer 
oaths wh(»n necessary in township business, and as clerk 
of the township board he keeps a record of its proceed- 
ings. 

^\'hat are the duties of the assessor? 

Th(» assessor makes a list of all the real estate and per- 
sonal property in the township for taxation. 
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What arc the duties of the collector? 

The collector collects the taxes and pays over the 
school and township money to the township trustee and 
the state and county money to the county treasurer. 



SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 

What are school districts? 

All sub-districts, as organized and bounded, shall be 
known as school districts, and thus denominated and 
numbered by the county court for the general purposes 
of education. 

What arc the corporate powers of the school district? 

Every such district, as well as those hereinafter organ- 
ized, shall be a body corporate and possess the usual 
powers of a corporation for public purposes, under the 

name and style of ^'District No , Township...., 

Range. . . . , of County." 

Where and how are the annual meetings conducted? 

The annual meeting of each school district shall be 
held on the first Tuesday in April of each year, at the 
district school house, commencing at 2 p. m. 
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What are the powers of the annual meetings? 

The qualified voters assembled at the annual meeting, 
when not otherwise provided, shall have power by a 
majority of the votes .cast: 

First — ^To organize by the election of a chairman, and 
a secretary who shall keep an accurate record of the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting, which, when duly approved and 
attested by the signature of the chairman, the clerk 
shall enter upon the record of the district. 

Second — ^To choose by ballot, one director, who shall 
hold his office for a term of three years, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. 

Third — ^To fill vacancies, if any, caused by death, res- 
ignation, refusal to serve, repeated neglect of duty, or 
removal from the district; and the persons thus elected 
shall hold their office for the unexpired term and until 
their successors are elected and qualified. 

Fourth — To determine, by ballot, the length of the 
school term in excess of six months that the public schools 
of the district shall be maintained for the next scholastic 
year; also to ^determine the rate, if any, in excess of 
forty cents on the one hundred dollars assessed valua- 
tion to be levied for school purposes. 

Fifth — ^To vote such a sum as they may decern proper 
for the purchase of books for a district library.

In whom shall the government of the school ilistrict 
be vested? 

The government and control of the district shall be 
vested in a board of directors composed of thn^ mem- 
bers, who shall be citizens of the United States, resident 
tax-payers and qualified voters of the district, and who 
shall have paid a state and county tax within one year 
next preceding his or their election. 

How shall these directors be chosen? 

Said directors shall be chosen b}' the qualified votei's 
of the district at the time and in the manner prc^scrilxMl, 
and shall hold their office for a term of three yeai^s, and 
until their successors are elected or appointed and quali- 
fied. 

How shall the board be organized? 

The directors shall meet, within four days after the 
annual meeting, at some place within the district, and 
organize by electing one of their number pivsident, and 
they shall select a clerk.
